SOME FINDS OF COINS. 

When installing a bathroom in an old house in Vienna not long ago, an 
attic was disclosed above a closet which was supposed to reach clear to the 
roof. In it were the remnants of an old baker’s oven and a wooden dough 
trough covered with grain sacks bearing the date 1663. Beneath the trough 
were household effects that evidently had belonged to a well-to-do middle 
class family, such as linen garments, dishes, cups, jew'elry, 330 gold coins 
and 1143 silver coins. Among the former were several ducats. The most 
recent of the coins were dated 1671, but most of them were far older. It 
seems practically certain that they represented the savings of a merchant 
who had hidden them there at the time of the Turkish invasion of 1683. 

The most important find dating from the thirteenth century was made in 
1876, on the site of the oldest Jewish cemetery, at Krems on the Danube. 
These coins, which were discovered when extending a neighboring vineyard, 
consisted of thirty gold guilders, each weighing three and one-half grammes, 
from Florence, Hungary, Bohemia, Austria, Silesia and Lubeck. They were 
discovered at the side of a skeleton, and several other coins were unearthed 
later near the same spot. It has been conjectured that they were buried 
during the persecution of the Jews in 1349. — Die Neues Wiener Tagblatt. 


SUES FOR COINS FOUND IN HIS CELLAR. 

The Museum for Nassau Antiquities at Wiesbaden, Germany, is being 
sued for the return of a valuable collection of old coins, according to a 
dispatch to the New York Times. 

The treasure, consisting of 116 gold and 132 silver pieces minted in the 
early part of the fourteenth century, was discovered by two laborers in the 
cellar of a tavern in the small Taunus village of Idstein. The workers kept 
the find a secret and removed the chest, which had been buried for centuries, 
during the night without informing the owner of the inn. Trying to sell 
the booty to the Frankfort-on-the Main Museum, the thieves were referred 
to the institution at Wiesbaden and sold the collection, valued at $3,000, 
for less than $500. 

Arrested later, both confessed and were sent to prison. The rightful 
owner now demands that the city owning the museum return the coins.

BIDS ASKED FOR PAPER FOR U. S. CURRENCY. 

Bids for the contract of supplying the currency paper for the new $1 bill 
were received at the Treasury Department until September 1, according to 
word from the Bureau of Engraving. Officials of the Treasury Department 
have not decided when the estimates will be opened and the contract award- 
ed. Interest in the awarding of this contract is keen in the New England 
States. For many years the Crane Mills, of Dalton, have supplied the Gov- 
ernment with currency paper, and the submitting of this bid to the public is 
a departure from the usual. Bids are expected from the Holyoke mills and 
many other paper concerns of the New England States as well as the Crane 
mills. — Hartford Times. 

If the above is correct, it indicates that the Government is disposed to 
break away from the long-used Crane patent protective feature — distributed 
silk threads. A good water mark, as used by some European countries, is 
more difficult and expensive to deceiving would-be counterfeiters than the 
Crane feature. Some protective device will be used, so we may have another 
innovation in addition to the smaller size in our near-future paper money.

DIFFERENT COLORS SUGGESTED FOR OUR PAPER MONEY. 

Frequently the suggestion comes to the Treasury Department of the 
United States that different denominations of our paper money should be 
given distinctive colors. Only the other day a business man of New York 
sent in his plea to Washington for more helpful coloration of currency, sug- 
gesting that the $1 bills remain green, but that the $5 notes be made brown, 
the $10 ones purple. 

“It would be a great convenience and benefit to the public,” he wrote, 
“especially to banking and other institutions that handle large amounts of 
currency. In every walk of life it would facilitate the sorting of currency.” 

C. O. Dewey, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, said in reply to this 
proposal that the subject was receiving intensive study in the department 
and that, if expedient, the conclusions reached might effect some such 
change in paper money.

FIRST SESSION, MONDAY MORNING, AUGUST 22. 

The first session of the 1927 Annual Convention of the American Numis- 
matic Association was called to order in the Supreme Court Room, Supreme 
Court and State Library Building, Hartford, Conn., on Monday, August 22, 
at 10 A. M., by President Yawger. 

President Yawger — Friends of the American Numismatic Association: It 
gives me great pleasure to call to order the meeting of our Hartford 1927 
Convention. I would like to introduce Mr. Godard, State Librarian, who 
will give us an ofiicial welcome from the City and State officials. 

Mr. Godard’s Address of Welcome. 

Mr. Godard — Mr. President, Members of the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation and Friends: We had expected to have Gov. John H. Trumbull here 
in person rather than in spirit to welcome you, because he is interested in 
the work the Association is doing. He is also interested in all national 
associations and believes that they can better understand each other and 
their interests when they come together in assemblies like this. I also take 
pleasure in reading to you the message which he sent, which is a tribute to 
Connecticut: 

Connecticut is the land of steady habits, sound finance and skilled indus- 
tries. It is the mother of constitutions, the home of higher education and 
the exponent of practical idealism. The diversity of its interests is amaz- 
ing.

Proud 
of its past, secure in its present and confident of its future, Connecticut 
bears its part in the sisterhood of States, upholding the National Govern- 
ment in its firm adherence to the ideals of its founders.

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Greetings from our Mayor. Now I am triplets. It gives me great pleasure, 
as State Librarian of Connecticut, to also represent Chief Justice Hon. 
George W. Wheeler, of our Supreme Court, through whose courtesy you are 
occupying the Supreme Courtroom of the State of Connecticut, the first or- 
ganization to hold a meeting in this room which was not directly connected 
with the Supreme Court and the laws of the State. I know that you do not 
need any further words from me to assure you that your coming to Hartford 
at this time is most pleasing to all of us and the treatment you have been 
receiving shows our welcome.

GEORGE H. BLAKE, Treasurer. 

Mr. Blake — I want to take this occasion to call the attention of the mem- 
bers to our Life Membership. We have 24 Life Members now, and these 24 
are really on the Roll of Honor. I would like to put about 24 more on. 
Life Memberships cost $50 and then you are free from any further expense 
as far as dues and subscription to The Numismatist are concerned. I have 
some very nice certificates here ready to fill out for that purpose. We have 
in the Life Membership Fund $1200, and these funds have been invested in 
Liberty Loan bonds. Second Liberty Loan converted. This series of bonds 
has been called and they will be paid off November 15. There will be a 
great rush at that time to receive the money for those bonds or to convert 
them into some other securities, and I have been making inquiries as to 
what can be done with them at the present time. I can sell those bonds 

and put the money in a savings account and receive interest from the time 

the money is deposited. It seems to me that is a good thing to do, because 

on November 15 it may be 15, 30 or 60 days before we can get the money. 

At the last convention it was the consensus of opinion that the Treasurer 
should register those bonds in the name of the A. N. A., which he did; but 
I have been told that it is will be a great deal of trouble to sell those bonds; 
that is to say, to get them transferred. We have to have sundry resolutions 
and certifications that these resolutions have been passed and done under 
the corporate seal of the Corporation, and nobody, as far as I know, knows 
where the seal is. And I have taken the trouble to go over the matter with 
the Federal Reserve Bank, and here is a letter from them dated August 15th: 

With reference to our recent telephone conversation and your letter of 
August 15 concerning bonds registered in the name of the “American Numis- 
matic Association,” we enclose herewith Treasury Department Form P. D. 
1010, which may be used by your governing body when authorizing the 
assignment of the bonds in question. 
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To assist you in this matter we have partly executed a form which may 
be used as a guide. If the resolution is passed by a board other than direct- 
ors, the Treasury Department will also require an extract from the constitu- 
tion, charter or by-laws, showing authority of that particular body to pass 
the resolution. The extract and resolution should be certified under corpo- 
rate seal by an oflftcer other than the one empowered to assign the bonds. 

An assignment should also be made on each bond by the officer empowered 
in the resolution. This assignment should be made in the presence of an 
officer of an incorporated bank or trust company, who should affix the date, 
his name and title and seal of the bank, in the spaces provided in the cer- 
tificate of acknowledgment. 

You will also find enclosed an extract of the regulations of the Treasury 
Department governing the assignment of United States registered bonds 
standing in the name of associations.

Question was raised regarding the Federal Charter and corporate seal of 
the Association. 

Mr. Blake — We certainly have articles of Federal incorporation, but I do 
not know who has them, but I am quite sure they would require us to have 
a seal. 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — The incorporation of the A. N. A. was effected during 
the term of H. O. Granberg as Chairman of the Board, and if nothing is 
done by anybody else I propose to inquire of him where the articles of in- 
corporation are and where the seal is. 

Mr. Duffield — I think I can give a little information as to where the charter 
is. When you get a charter from Congress you don’t get it. You simply 
get a typewritten copy of it. The original charter is filed in the Library of 
Congress, and I think it is a very good provision, because if the original 
charter was given to the organization the charter might be lost like our 
copy has been lost. If you want the wording of the charter, I can give you 
that. 

Mr. Blake — I know that the procedure which Mr. Duffield describes takes 
place, and we must have some past officer who has a copy of this Federal 
Charter. The original is filed in the Library of Congress. 

Mr. Yawger — Was the copy of the Charter ever published in The Numis- 
matist? 

Mr. Duffield — Yes, it has been published in The Numismatist. 

Mr. Markus — I have published an appeal recently in The Numismatist for 
the person who has the copy of the Charter to please communicate with me. 
It must have been read by every member of the Association and I received 
no reply to my inquiry. I still insist that it be incorporated in the proceed- 
ings of this meeting, because I want to see it and want to place it perma- 
nently in the care of the Association, instead of an individual whom we 
have not seen at a convention in years. 

Mr. Duffield — I would like to ask Mr. Markus if he has inquired of Mr, 
Lange, the Librarian. 

Mr. Markus — He said he knows nothing about it. 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — At the time this charter was passed it was taken 
charge of by Mr. Ashbrook, of Ohio, and at first the charter was refused, 
but we had a rehearing and Mr. Ashbrook appeared before the Senate, ask- 
ing me to assist him, and the committee agreed to recommend the passing 
of this charter. So, probably Mr. Ashbrook can give us some information. 

Mr. Yawger — To boil this down, if the copy of the charter has appeared 
in The Numismatist, would that be sufficient? 

Mr. Gillette — You can get a certified copy from the Government at any 
time. 

Mr. Yawger — As I understand it, you must have a copy of this charter. 

Mr. Gillette — I don’t suppose that is necessarj^; it is just the wording. 
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Mr Duffield — The Charter is simply a copy of the bill that passed Con- 
gress at the time, signed by the Speaker of the House and the President of 
th© S0H3't0 

Mr. Gillette — A reference to that by number and date and describing the 
resolutions, I should think, would be sufficient to call their attention to it. 

Mr. Duffield — Here is a copy of the bill that passed Congress and here in 
The Numismatist of September, 1912, the Charter is printed. It is here for 
anybody that wants to examine it. So far as the seal is concerned, in Sec- 
tion 7 the charter gives the Association the right to have a seal and to use 
it and’to change same at our pleasure. It does not require us to have a seal. 

Mr. Yawger — I think the best way to do would be to refer this to the of- 
ficers and let them find some way out of it. 

Mr. Wormser — I make that motion. 

Mr. Sears — I second the motion. (Motion carried.)

our library a reference library only. A member wishing any information 
should state his question on duplicate sheet, and if information is available 
it will be sent to him by the Librarian or possible sources of information 
given If a member wishes a coin attributed, he may send it to the Curator 
and have it done. A fee of 25 cents per question or per coin must accom- 
nanv the letter. If no information is available, the fee minus postage will 
be returned. Rules governing this service to be formulated by the Board

I further suggest that the Association, through the Board of Governors, 
in conjunction with the Curator and the Curators of the A N. S and the 
U S. collection, formulate a scale giving the degree of condition by which 
dealers and collectors may define the condition of a coin at auction or pri- 
vate mail sale. The old description of “Fine for com is one of the most 
meaningless sentences ever introduced in a catalog. As it is today, every 
dealer and cataloguer has a standard of his own, and it is a sliding scale at 
that. A coin is either fine or good or poor; if poor, but rare, let us say so. 

I wish to see our Library and also the office of Curator and Librarian ot 
real service to the collecting fraternity and, therefore, entreat the honorable 
Convention to act on and approve, even with any changes if thought de- 
sirable, my suggestion.

Mr. Markus — I second the motion. (Motion carried.) 

Reports of District Secretaries. 

Mr. Yawger — The next order of business will be reports from District 
Secretaries. This one is from Mr. Nelson T. Thorson: 


To the Honorable President, American Numismatic Association: 

I beg to report from this district the usual steady but certain progress in 
numismatic interest. The new members have not come up to my expecta- 
tions this year, partly due to my frequent absence, as the prospect requires 
appealing to in some cases several times before secured as a permanent 
member. 

Contrary to some expressions in The Numismatist that a membership 
drive is possible, I believe only those interested in our hobby sufficiently 
will be a lasting asset to the A. N. A. and should become members in time. 
I would again recommend to our convention that if the large numismatic 
dealers who advertise would insert in circulars and ads this or similar lines, 
“Belong to the American Numismatic Association,” the cost of this extra 
line to be paid by the A. N. A., membership might be obtained from those 
actively interested as well as beneficial to the dealer. As I see it, the A. N. 
A. will always serve as a clearing house and be composed of an actively 
interested membership in numismatics. Although our field is large we 
cannot hope for permanency with spasmodic collectors. 

Those belonging to the A. N. A. will not object to reasonable dues. How- 
ever, I favor as low dues as possible, with subscription to our official organ 
for every member. The question of necessary dues required for the proper 
functioning of our Association should be determined by the management and 
stand subject to alterations. 

I beg to further report the constant interest shown in our local Byron 
Reed collection in the Omaha Public Library. We have a registration book 
with a regular attendant in charge of the rooms. M^e are showing progress 
on the commemorative coin display as inaugurated last year. We also are 
perfecting a burglar alarm connecting all the cases. The Reed collection 
of coins, currency, books and autographs is the most extensive in the Middle 
West. I take pleasure in announcing that the Honorable Mayor of Omaha 
has reappointed your humble servant on the Library Commission with 
supervision of the Reed collection. 

Regretting my inability, on account of time required, to present my report 
and attend this year’s convention, I sincerely hope for a successful meeting

Mr. Yawger— This is the report of H. A Brand, District Secretary for 
Southern Ohio and Kentucky: 


Several new members have been secured during the past year and an 
attempt has been made to form a club in Cincinnati. There was very little 
material available and the attendance at the meeting that was called was so 
interest so sadly lacking that the idea of a club in Cincinnati 
had to be given up for the present. Another attempt will be made during 
winter. I have mailed about a hundred application blanks and 
expect to contipue to mail these blanks to collectors who are not members 
I extend to this convention a very cordial and sincere invitation to hold 
their next meeting in Cincinnati any time next year that is convenient, but 
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preferably during the fall of 1928, because Cincinnati is ready and willing 
to entertain you, as is evidenced by the invitations enclosed from the officials 
of the city.

Should you elect to appoint another District Secretary here or in this dis- 
trict, I would take much interest in and assist him to the fullest extent of 
my ability and infiuence. 

I had hoped the past several years business would admit of renewed or 
revived interest in numismatics (also in chess) and am now determined to 
shape business duties accordingly by next spring.

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the motion that these reports of District 
Secretaries be accepted with thanks and placed on file. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

Mr. Wilson — I have a letter from Dr. Hetrich, saying he would not be able 
to attend the Convention, but sent his kindest regards and hoped that we 
have a splendid meeting. 

Mr. Henry Chapman brought up the question of acknowledging letters 
of regret at inability to attend the convention. It was unanimously agreed 
that he acknowledge all such letters. He smilingly accepted the job. 

Report of Chairman of the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Yawger — We will now hear the report of the Chairman of the Board. 

Mr Markus — Mr. President and Members of the American Numismatic 
Association, Greetings: A meeting of the Board of Governors was called to 
be held at Baltimore, Maryland, on January 3rd, 1927. Those present wer^ 
as follows: President Harry H. Yawger, ex-President and Member of the 
Board Moritz Wormser, Editor of The Numismatist, F. G. Duffield, by courte- 
sy as our guest, and your humble servant. The absent members of the 
Board sent regrets at their inability to be present, but expressed a willing- 
ness to endorse what conclusions and recommendations were arrived at by 
those in attendance. 

Many subjects came up for discussion, among them the following, the 
principal ones being those referred to the Board by the Washington Conven- 
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tion. Several others were incorporated, which are open to discussion by 
the present convention. 

1. A number of invitations were received by the Washington Convention 
from cities in various parts of the country that desired to entertain the 1927 
Convention, and after a thorough discussion of the merits of various cities 
and their advantages it was finally decided to accede to the opinions ex- 
pressed at Washington and hold the 1927 Convention at Hartford, Conn. 
St. Louis, Mo., was first chosen, but later information was received that, 
because of the absence of four members in Europe, it was deemed advisable 
to postpone this invitation to some future year. 

2. It was also decided by those present at the called meeting that it was 
deemed advisable to alternate the annual conventions between the East the 
Middle East and the West. The East to be defined as the territory east of a 
north and south line from the western boundary of Pennsylvania. The Mid- 
dle East to include territory from that north and south line to a north and 
south line along the western boundary of Illinois. The West to include 
territory west of the last defined north and south line. This division is not 
intended as an arbitrary mandate, but subject to revision, as the occasion 
may arise that no city is available in the district whose turn it might be to 
entertain our convention, but it must not be forgotten that the Board of 
Governors, according to our by-laws, are the final judges as to where the 
convention is to be held. 

3. It was also decided to issue a new membership list, up to date, about 
August, 1927, and the work is now in progress. 

4. Shall we continue to send The Numismatist to foreign societies? The 
question was decided in the affirmative, as the A. N. A. received more good 
than benefits extended. 

5. The Washington Convention asked what preparations have been made 
toward the publication of a booklet of information. That information will 
be supplied to the present Convention by the Publication Committee in its 
report, which you will hear read. 

6. Another question was: What shall be done toward giving Editor 
Duffield extra help when required? That was answered by a courteous, “1 
don’t need any at present.” Certainly a candid and refreshing expression. 

7. The question of registration of bonds belonging to the A. N. A. in 
its corporate name was settled upon receipt of information from Treasurer 
George H. Blake that it had been done. 

8. At previous conventions the question of making purchases for books 
and numismatic material out of Association funds has come up. You will 
recall that our member, Mr. King, was generous enough to donate to the 
Association the profits from the sale of his Lincoln medal as a fund to pur- 
chase coins for our collection. During the year Mr. King called to our 
attention that this sum, about fifty-six dollars, was donated for just this 
purpose, and should be used instead of becoming part of the general Asso- 
ciation fund. Upon Mr. King’s representation your Board of Governors 
agreed with the correctness of his position and correspondence was under- 
taken with the authorities of the Smithsonian Institution. The National 
Museum authorities were very much pleased at the suggestion that the As- 
sociation lend numismatic material to the Museum as a permanent loan 
exhibit, and a decision was reached as to what material would be most wel- 
come to the Museum and what particular numismatic field their collection 
was lacking in. As a result, your Board purchased quite a few coins at 
very reasonable prices, to the extent of some sixteen dollars, out of the King 
fund, and these coins will be labeled as a loan exhibit of the Association 
and will be incorporated in the permanent exhibition of numismatic mate- 
rial at the National Museum. We believe that as the Association received 
its charter by act of Congress, it should be one of its important functions to 
help the National Museum, Smithsonian Institution, at Washington, in any 
way possible, especially in the exhibition of their numismatic material, and 
as long as this arrangement has been approved by the authorities of this 
national institution our Association should start a policy of increasing its 
own material to be displayed as a loan exhibit with the National Museum. 
Through the generosity of Mr. King a start, even if only a small one, has 
been made on this policy, and we would recommend that for the coming 
year — and if it works out satisfactorily, in succeeding years — at the discre- 
tion of the Board of Governors, the Association appropriate the sum of fifty 
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dollars to be expended for coin purchases, which are to be displayed as loan 
exhibits at the National Museum in Washington, D. C., all details to be sub- 
ject to the discretion of the Board of Governors. 

9. Mr. Theodore J. Venn’s theory regarding booklet to be issued by the 
A. N. A. was not favored, as the opinion of the Board is the ground will be 
fully covered by the appointed Publication Committee. However, the idea 
of Mr. Venn is an excellent one and worthy of future consideration. 

10. The idea of having a permanent banner to hang at Conventions was 
not favored, because all hotels have a bulletin board which advertises their 
conventions to the public. 

11. The recommendation of Doctor Hetrich for the institution of a coin 
exchange is not favored, as it has been tried in the past and found wanting. 

12. Shall the coin exhibit be held in the hotel headquarters, or in some 
public hall, library or museum, is answered by leaving this matter entirely 
in the hands of the local committee where the Convention is to be held. 

13. For the fourth time the question of an award medal for the best 
article in The Numismatist, and also for the best exhibit, was referred to 
the Board of Governors, with power to act, and the unanimous opinion is 
against the issuing of such medal. On page 532 of the October, 1926, issue 
of The Numismatist is published the report of Mr. Hutchinson, stating the 
cost of such medal to be $800, which amount is far beyond the present 
funds of the A. N, A. to finance. It has been stated that the amount of 
money in question can easily be raised by private subscription among some 
of the members, but our reply to that is, the medal would then not be em- 
blematic of the A. N. A. unless all the members contributed voluntarily. 
We also believe, according to past precedent, as fine exhibits and splendid 
articles would be given in the future as in the past, therefore, it is our 
opinion that no medal or award be given, either by the A. N. A. as a whole 
or by private donation or subscription. 

14. In the columns of The Numismatist articles have been published 
both pro and con regarding lowering and raising rates for subscription to 
The Numismatist. We believe that our magazine as published today sur- 
passes in every respect its preceding issues from year to year, and our editor 
in his financial report will show that in spite of the improvement of the 
magazine the surplus on hand in the treasury of The Numismatist has been 
increasing from year to year, undoubtedly due partly to the increase of the 
circle of our readers and partly to an increase in our advertising, which 
would seem to indicate that it is growing in value as an advertising medium. 
Therefore, an increase in the subscription price would not seem necessary 
at the present time. As regards the criticisms that the published material 
should be improved in quantity or quality or both, that is a matter that is 
entirely up to the membership, who are urged to furnish more and better 
material and who, though they have numismatic material and experience 
at their command, failed to put it in literary form and substance in the shape 
of magazine articles. The editor cannot publish more articles than the mem- 
bers will furnish him for publication, and it is hoped that in the future more 
members will come forward with manuscripts for this purpose. 

15. What can the A. N. A. do to increase the yeaj’ly attendance at our 
Conventions? With a membership in excess of 1000, the yearly attendance 
for the past five years has been as follows: 1922, New York, 90; 1923, 
Montreal, 65; 1924, Cleveland, 78; 1925, Detroit, 86; 1926, Washington, 62. 
Total, 3 81. Average, 76. 

Surely some method can be devised to stimulate the attendance to a much 
higher figure. I would esteem it a great favor to receive letters containing 
suggestions from any and all members, so recommendations can be made to 
the 1928 Convention for a greatly increased attendance. It is an easy mat- 
ter to fill out a voting proxy for a choice of oflicers when there is sharp com- 
petition, but never has the Secretary received as much as 50 per cent, of the 
total voting strength of the members, indicating a decided lack of interest 
on their part. We sincerely hope the coming years will show a greater in- 
terest along this line. 

16. Previous conventions have brought up the subject of concerted action 
by the A. N. A. to take up through Congress an increase of the appropriation 
for the Numismatic Department of the Smithsonian Institution, or, rather* 
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the insertion of such an item in the Government budget, as there is none at 
present. If memory serves me right, a committee has been appointed for 
such purpose and their report is eagerly awaited. Failing such report, it is 
recommended that a strong committee be appointed to bring about some 
much desired result, said committee to be appointed by President Yawger. 

17. We again call your attention to the advertising of The Numismatist 
in outside publications, and after the committee appointed for such purpose 
makes its report, a decided stand be taken by the present convention to ob- 
tain some much desired results. 

Finale — We beg your indulgence regarding the prolixity of this report 
and desire a thorough discussion of it, that some definite results may be 
obtained. Respectfully submitted,

Mr. Markus — I wish to state in this connection that this is not an indi- 
vidual report as Chairman of the Board of Governors. Every member of the 
Board of Governors has been consulted on this subject and I am proud and 
happy to state that this report is the unanimous opinion of the entire Board, 
and not simply a refiection of the ideas of the Chairman of the Board. 

Mr. Yawger — Gentlemen, 3 ^ou have heard the report of the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors. Will some one make a motion that it be referred 
to the Resolutions Committee? 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I move that it be accepted. (Motion seconded and 
carried. ) 

Mr. Yawger — Before I go any further, Mr. Frank B. Gay, Director of the 
Wadsworth Museum, would like to make an announcement. 

Mr. Gay — I am so pleased to see two ladies here. Ladies and Gentlemen: 
Tomorrow afternoon, I understand, you are coming to the Wadsworth Athen- 
eum, that is, the Morgan Memorial, to see the J. Coolidge Hills collection. 

I hope there will be a fair number of you there. But will you please circu- 
late among your lady friends — I saw a number of them around — to stop off 
for a cup of tea with us at about 4 o’clock or a little after. Of course, I 
don’t suppose you can give me an idea of how many of you will be there, 
but if you will kindly tell your gentlemen friends, as well as your lady 
friends, and I know one man in the Convention who has a sweetheart (at 
this, Mr. Henry Chapman pointed to Mr. Wormser and explained to Mr. 
Gay that Mrs. Wormser was not present, due to having met with an acci- 
dent). I think we can show the ladies a number of interesting things over 
there, the Morgan tapestries, etc. It is on Main street and we shall be 
pleased indeed to have you stop over and take tea with us. 

ReiM)i*t of the PrCvSideiit. 

Mr. Yawger — The next order of business is my own report as President. 

With the thought in mind that the duties of the President have not re- 
ceived proper attention and that I have fallen down rather hard on the job 
during the past year, I am in doubt just how to start this report. 

When accepting the office last year at Washington I had an idea that 
wonders would be accomplished, but at present I am unable to name any 
achievement worthy of the name. The excuse I have to offer is that I have 
not been quite myself, and upon the advice of doctors to take things easy 
and not worry the affairs of the Association have suffered, as I have fol- 
lowed the doctor’s advice and will continue to do so until I am once more 
in normal health. 

You have heard the reports of the Treasurer and Manager of The Numis- 
matist, which show that we are in what might be called a “very good’’ finan- 
cial condition. All our bills are paid and we do not owe a cent to anyone 
that I know of, with enough cash in the bank to tide us over any unfore- 
seen expenditure that may arise, all of which should be very gratifying to 
the members of the Association. 

It is with great pleasure that I am able to announce that during the past 
year three new coin clubs have been organized. 

At Concordia College, Moorehead, Minn., the Concordia Numismatic Club 
was organized on March 11th. It has 40 charter members, composed of 
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students, and the objects are to encourage interest in the study of coins, 
domestic and foreign; to establish a coin museum at the college, and to en- 
courage each individual member to begin a coin collection of his or her own. 
The club will have monthly meetings during the school year. Prof. H C. 
Nordlie, a member of the A. N. A., is faculty adviser. 

At Washington, D. C., the Washington Coin Club was organized with nine 
charter members. George H. Russell was elected president; John Zug, vice- 
president, and G. H. Emery, secretary-treasurer. The club is now a corpo- 
rate member of the A. N. A. The organization of the Washington Club is 
particularly gratifying to Mr. Wormser and myself, as we have visited Wash- 
ington several times in an endeavor to get a club started in that city. 

At Buffalo, N. Y., the Buffalo Numismatic Association was organized with 
seven charter members. Edward A. Gilroy was elected president, Fred H. 
Beclter is secretary. Messrs. Bauer and Lange of Rochester, N. Y., were in- 
strumental in the organization of the Buffalo Club. 

Membership List — The publication of a new membership list has been 
authorized and has been, or soon will be, mailed to each of our members. 
The list has several new features and has corrected a number of errors and 
omissions made in the last list, which will make the new list of interest and 
value to both members and dealers. Mr. Wormser, assisted by General 
Secretary Wilson and Mr. DufReld, has had charge of the work and all de- 
serve much credit for services rendered. Mr. Wormser will give us a pre- 
liminary report of the receipts received so far, and we hope to show a bal- 
ance on the right side of the ledger when a final report is made. 

In my judgment, a list of members should be published each year or at 
least every other year. The issue of a supplement is not exactly advisable 
as the work of preparing and the cost of a supplement would amount to 
about the same as an entire new list, and how many of us would take the 
trouble to attach a supplement to the original list? 

During the year, through the kindness of Mr. Emery, one of our Wash- 
ington, D. C., members, there was registered at the Patent Office in Wash- 
ington the trade-mark “The Numismatist” and a certificate of registration 
was issued by the United States Government to the Association covering this 
trade-mark, making it unlawful for any other publication in the United 
States to use the title “The Numismatist,” and while The Numismatist has 
been published some 40 years without any trouble, this registration will 
protect us from now on. The cost was $10 and was paid out of the funds of 
The Numismatist. 

A* Publication or Booklet on Numismatics — For a number of years 
N A has contemplated the publication of a booklet on numismatics 
that would be of interest to the young collector. During the year a Com- 
mittee was appointed, consisting of Moritz Wormser, chairman* Edward T 
Newell, Howland Wood and Wayte Raymond. Mr. Wormser, as chairman of 
this committee, will have something of interest to report as to the trouble 
and difficulties encountered in getting material and the preparation of such 
a publication. 

Coin Week — Coin Week was quite generally observed throughout the 
country during the week of February 14-19, 1927, and apparently has be- 
come a fixed custom, and while it is practically impossible to determine 
accurately the results of Coin Week, there is no doubt but that it is of great 
benefit as a whole to the A. N. A., and it is also of benefit to the colletcors 
making the exhibit, for if any person, after looking at the exhibit, happened 
to think of any old coins in his possession, he would naturally take the coins 
to them for sale or appraisal. Coin Week has been observed for four years 
or since February, 1924, and, judging from the general results and interest 
taken by the individual collector, local clubs and corporate members, it 
would seem advisable to continue the custom. 

taking up with the United States Government the advisa- 
bility of the establishment of a Federal Department of Numismatics has 
been be^re us for a long time. After considerable correspondence on my 
part and personal interview by Dr. Henderson, a committee was appointed 
and named legislative Committee, Federal Department of Num'smatics, 
^nsisting of Dr. J. M. Henderson, chairman; Hon. William A. Ashbrook. 
Hon. Roy G. Fitzgerald. Unfortunately, Dr. Henderson, I understand, will, 
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be unable to attend the convention, so his report on the work of this com- 
mittee will have to be held over. 

During the year that grim reaper, Death, has entered our ranks and taken 
away many of our members, and as has be«n our custom in the past, I will 
ask that as an expression of our sorrow, we rise in a silent tribute of rever- 
ence to those friends who have passed away. (Members all rise.)

On May 9 a list of delinquent members for 19 27 was received from Gen- 
eral Secretary Wilson of about 125 names. On May 20 a personal letter 
was mailed to each delinquent, and in June a follow-up letter was sent to 
all who had not responded to the first letter. We succeeded in having about 
30 pay up, so our loss on account of non-payment of dues remains about the 
same as usual. It seems to me that this dunning our members is an un- 
necessary waste of time and postage, as about the first of each year they 
receive a notice from the General Secretary, and if they even look at The 
Numismatist during January, February and March they cannot help reading 
the notice that their dues and subscriptions are due on January 1 each year. 
It would not be so bad if the “fiy-by-night” members were the only offend- 
ers, but a number of old and good members have to be dunned year after 
year, and I wish to make a plea to those members to please pay up next 
year and help save the Secretary time and patience. 

I cannot close without mentioning the splendid cooperation of all the 
officers of our Association. Mr. Markus, our Chairman of the Board, is an, 
old war horse for work, and conferences were held with him in Baltimore 
and Philadelphia during the year. 

We all know the amount of work and time that our General Secretary, Mr. 
Wilson, is giving to the Association. The Association has grown and his 
work multiplied, but not a word oi complaint from Harry. 

It is not necessary for me to laud the work of our Business Manager of 
The Numismatist, Prank G. Duffield. That is understood. He is filling a 
post that would be difficult to replace, and I am sure that I voice the senti- 
ments of the entire Association by saying, a long and happy life to him. 

Our Treasurer, George H. Blake, does not say much, but saws a lot of 
wood in watching our bank balance and the securing of Life Members. 

Mr. Wormser, as one of our Governors, has taken on his broad shoulders 
a considerable part of the work that properly should be taken care of by the 
President. He accepted the Chairmanship of the A. N. A. booklet, the ad- 
vertising campaign, the Membership List, and he also was in conference with 
the Chairman and myself at Baltimore and Philadelphia. Praise for him is 
also unnecessary, as that is understood. 

I have been a member of the Association for over 25 years, the past eight 
as an officer, and if in that time I have done anything detrimental to the 
good of the A. N. A., I am sorry. I confess that I regret to quit, for I have 
the time and have always liked and enjoyed the work.

Mr. Duffield — I might say that it has been the best year we have had in 
the amount of business. The profits from the operations of the present year 
are over $7 50, and the balance on hand today of more than $2100 is greater 
than it ever was before. 

Mr. Gillette — I move that the report of the Business Manager be accepted 
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by a rising vote of thanks and spread upon the minutes after it has been re- 
ferred to the Auditing Committee. (Seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Yawger — It is now quarter of twelve. I think we will have time to 
hear some of the reports of the special committees. The next order of busi- 
ness is the report of the Publication Committee. 

Report of Publication Committee. 

Your Committee on Publication was appointed for the purpose of consid- 
ering ways and means for the Association to issue some sort of book or 
pamphlet teaching the elements of numismatics, describing the various col- 
lecting fields, and by such means to popularize our subject. During the 
early part of the year the committee held several meetings, discussing the 
pros and cons of such a publication. Its conclusions may be summarized as 
follows: 

1. It would be highly desirable if a general guide to numismatics were 
available, the divisions of which might cover the following subjects, written 
up by experts in the respective field and members of the Association: 

A — American numismatics: (1) Colonial coins, (2) Regular U. S. issues, 
(3) Historical Medals, (4) Tokens, (5) Paper Money, (6) Pioneer Gold, 
(7) Patterns. 

B — Ancient Coins. 

C — Continental Coins. 

D — Oriental Coins. 

Such a book should also give a detailed bibliography on each subject. 

2. The cost of a book of this nature would be far in excess of the capac- 
ity of the A. N. A. treasury and would tie the Association to a program by 
which it would embark in the publication business — something that could 
not be undertaken in view of the present amateur status of its officers and 
entirely beyond the present scope of the Association. 

3. If it were contemplated to issue only a small-sized booklet, possibly 
pocket size, giving the barest outline of numismatics in general, there oc- 
curs the question how such a booklet should be distributed and what pur- 
pose it would serve. Numismatists, who are already members of the Asso- 
ciation and collectors, would have no need for it; and those not initiated 
into the pleasures and attractions of coin collecting could only be reached 
by an elaborate advertising campaign. The Association is already carrying 
on such a campaign and does not really need a booklet of this kind, as our 
own magazine publication, The Numismatist, contains sufficient introductory 
and instructive matter on each topic to determine an uninitiated reader 
whether he could be interested in our subject or not. 

If a small-sized booklet were undertaken, its proper advertising and dis- 
tribution would run into an expense of perhaps $1,000, with no special pur- 
pose served which has not already been covered by The Numismatist. 

According to our Constitution, every member of the Association would be 
entitled to a free copy, which would be of little use to him and would great- 
ly increase the cost of the project. 

4. Your Committee would not be averse to entertaining the offer of some 
member of the Association to write a brief pamphlet, no larger than the 
present descriptive circular which has been used for some years past and 
which sets forth the objects and Constitution of the Association, and which 
could be used in general circularizing in connection with The Numismatist 
advertising campaign. Your committee recommends that at present it would 
not be desirable for the Association to undertake the publication of a “Guide 
to Numismatics” for the reasons above stated. 

5. Your committee has assumed the function of publishing a reissue of 
the Membership List in conjunction with our Secretary, Mr. Wilson, and our 
Editor, Mr. Duflaeld, and the copy for the printing is well in hand. All A. 
N. A. members and others who have previously advertised in our publica- 
tions have been circularized for advertisements and a sum well in excess of 
$300 is on hand resulting from the prepayment of advertising space, which 
will make the publication of the Membership List a very small tax or per- 
haps no tax at all on the Treasury. 

The new Membership List will also contain, under the name of the re- 
spective corporate members, that is, our local Clubs and Associations, a 
complete roster of their members so that it will serve as a general directory 
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of American numismatics and have a somewhat wider usefulness than the 
previous issue.

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the report of the Publication Committee. 
What is your pleasure? 

Mr. H. Chapman — I move that it be accepted. 

Motion is seconded and carried and the matter is referred to the Resolu- 
tions Committee. 

Mr. H. Chapman — When is the date of publication of the Membership List 
likely to be? 

Mr. Yawger — In about 60 days. 

Mr. H. Chapman — Are the members who are on the delinquent list going 
to be eliminated from this book? I mean their names. 

Mr. Yawger — Their names will not appear in the list and they will not get 
a copy of the booklet. 

Mr. Wormser — The next report, Mr. President, which I have to read is the 
Advertising Campaign report. 

As a Committee of One on Advertising Campaign I beg to report to you as 
follows: 

This report is composed of two parts: First, on the final results of the 
advertising campaign already reported on last year, and second, on the ad- 
vertising which was placed since the last convention. 

You will recall that during the last fiscal year advertisements were placed 
with the American Boy, 3 times; New York Times, 6 times; Bankers’ Ser- 
vice Bulletin, 3 times; Mekeel’s Weekly, 6 times and Antiquarian, 3 times. 
The total cost of the advertising was $329.73, to which amount, however, 
should be added the cost of postage, circularizing and incidental expenses, 
the detailed figures of which are not available. It is to be kept in mind 
that some of the new subscribers may have sent in their renewals direct 
to the ofilce of The Numismatist, and, on the other hand, may have become 
members by making application direct to Secretary Wilson or some other 
ofiScer, and the results here reported cover only what has gone direct through 
the office of your committee. The returns from subscriptions and renewals 
totaled $116.25; sample copies, $2.40, and new memberships, accompanied 
by subscriptions, $64.00. A total of 19 members was gained. This makes 
a total gain oi $182.65, including 19 memberships, as against an advertising 
cost of $329.73. 

In analyzing these figures it is to be borne in mind that the advertising 
medium was more or less experimental. The poorest comparison between 
cost of advertising and results was shown in the Bankers’ Service Bulletin 
and the Antiquarian. 

If we omit these two media from our figures, the result will appear much 
better. Taking only the American Boy, New York Times and Mekeel’s 
Weekly, we have a total advertising cost of $213, as against a cash return 
of $162.65 and 17 new memberships. 

As regards the 1927 campaign, the advertising was placed as follows: 

American Boy, 3 issues; New York Times, Book Review, 2 issues; Me- 
keel’s Weekly, 3 issues; Philatelic West (one of which has not yet ap- 
peared), 3 issues; Boston Evening Transcript (Antique Section), 2 issues; 
New York Times (Art Section), 2 issues; New York Tribune (Art Sec- 
tion), 2 issues. 

The total cost of the advertising has been $199.19. The return from* 
new subscriptions and renewals, $9 6, with 90 subscribers, $2.16 from sam- 
ple copies and $24.25 in payment of new membership and subscriptions 
from 12 new members; a total of money collected of $122.41, as against an 
expenditure of $199.19. 

I may remark here that in all cases inquirers have received the circular 
of the Association and invitation to join, and as soon as the time for the ex- 
piration of a subscription approached, a form letter was sent to the sub- 
scriber asking for his renewal and also inviting to membership. This part 
of the program has not yet been completed in regard to the new campaign, 
as one of the ads in the Philatelic West has only recently been running. 
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Two of the advertising media, the Art Sections of the New York Times 
and the New York Tribune, have been found to be very sterile ground, as 
shown in the results, while all the others have shown a very fine propor- 
tion of returns. If we omit the cost of the advertising in these Art Sections 
as experimental and not to be repeated again, our figures appear much bet- 
ter. Taking only the results of the American Boy, New York Times Book 
Review, Mekeel’s Weekly, Philatelic West and Boston Evening Transcript, 
Antique Section, we had a total cost of advertising of $154.92 as against 
money taken in amounting to $116.66, which we consider a very good 
showing. 

We firmly believe that the Association ought to continue advertising its 
very valuable publication, The Numismatist, so that ultimately everyone 
interested in the field covered by our magazine should be acquainted with 
its existence and should be among our subscribers, with the definite hope of 
getting him ultimately to join the Association as a member. We believe 
that another magazine could be tried out to advantage. Hobby News, and if 
you will continue to leave this work in the hands of your Committee of One 
for another season, in our discretion, we should be pleased to experiment 
along the same lines and with a reasonable expenditure of funds commensu- 
rate to the state of the Treasury. 

We are convinced that we have a worth-while magazine, the existence of 
which needs to be called to the attention of those either particularly or 
potentially interested in our subject, and we owe it to our advertisers to in- 
crease our circulation as widely as possible so that they should obtain their 
full money’s worth. We believe that advertising numismatics and our maga- 
zine is a distinct function of our Association, in the pursuit of which it can 
be made to serve the interests of the dealer and collector in an impartial 
way. 

Our advertising has not been conducted in a haphazard way, but only in 
publications which would reach potentially interested readers, and not a 
general public.

Mr. Gillette — I think we ought to express our appreciation for the im-' 
mense amount of work and diligence and also that we continue the commit- 
tee another season. 

Mr. Yawger— The motion, then, is that this be accepted with thanks and 
the committee is to continue for another year as he has been doing, on ac- 
count of his experience and the splendid work which he has done, giving him 
full power to act. Motion seconded and carried. 

Mr. Yawger — I might add that two years ago the Board of Governors was 
authorized to spend up to $800 annually for this advertising. I think the 
first year we spent three hundred-odd dollars, and I notice that this year it 
is $329.73, so that we spent less in two years than we were authorized to 
spend for one year. At that rate we can probably go another year before 
the $800 is spent. 

Mr. Duffield — I would like to inquire whether it is the intention of the 
Association to spend the full $800. 

Mr. Yawger — That is up to the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Duffield — If this Committee is continued for another year, does it have 
full power to spend any amount of money? 

Mr. Yawger — Yes. 

Mr. Duflield — I don’t like to discourage any proposition that looks good 
^on the surface to make new members, but it is my candid opinion that this 
money is being absolutely wasted, because I do not believe that as a result 
of it we are getting many subscriptions from actual collectors, and I think 
a great many who subscribe do so out of curiosity more than anything else, 
and when their six months are up the majority of them, probably 80 per 
cent, of them, drop out, neither renewing their subscriptions nor becoming 
members of the Association. And not only that, bul when we get a sub- 
scription for six months for $1, the magazine that we furnish them costs us 
more money than that, so it is a losing proposition from start to finish. 

Mr. Gillette — Well, I don’t see how you expect the magazine to grow if 
you don’t do something to bring it before the public. And I know that 
curiosity is a great incentive, and advertising appeals to it, and we might by 
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chance get some very valuable collectors. Still, it keeps the whole subject 
before the American people, and it is about the only way we can hope to 
grow — that and the earnest work of our members in getting new members. 
But this probably will reach a great field that we cannot reach by personal 
solicitation. I think the results have been splendid for the amount of 
money spent. 

Mr. Wormser — As a party at interest, I agree with Mr. Duflfteld that the 
committee should be told what to spend. I would like to have the amount 
limited myself. 

Mr. Gillette — Isn’t that controlled by the Board of Governors? 

Mr. Yawger — Please leave it to the discretion of the Committee of One. 
If you haven’t the confidence there, then what’s the use. The next order of 
business is the report of the Committee on Papers. 

Mr. Wormser — We have a very fine lot of what I consider very interest- 
ing papers on most important subjects. Unfortunately, I left my own sheet 
with the report at the hotel, but as a godsend Mr. Godard has presented 
this list to me this morning. (Reads list of papers and their contributors.) 
These are the papers, but I will also say that I am not sure that we shall 
have them all here to present, because one gentleman, for instance, although 
he was very keen about the thing and called me up that he had a paper, has 
since written me that maybe he will not be able to come. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the report of the Committee on Papers. 
What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Gillette — I move that it be adopted with thanks. Motion seconded 
and carried.) 

Mr. Yawger — I would like to read some letters.

SECOND SESSION, TUESDAY MORNING, AUGUST 

The meeting was called to order by the President at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. 

Mr. Yawger made an announcement regarding the official photograph. 

Mr. Yawger — I wish to read some telegrams which have been received 
this morning: 

We think of you all this week and regret our inability to be present to 
enjoy meeting old friends, make new ones and profit by the deliberations of 
the convention.

Mr. Yawger — All those holding proxies will please turn them over to 
Secretary Wilson for the Commitee on Credentials to pass on how many 
proxy votes they are entitled to, and he will return them to you. The first 
order of business will be the closing of nominations for officers for the en- 
suing year. The chairman of the Nominating Committee is Dr. Henderson, 
but, unfortunately, he is absent, and Mr. A. A. Grinnell will take the chair- 
manship of that committee and will now make a report.

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the report of the Committee on Nomina- 
tions. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Wormser — I move that the report be accepted and the Committee be 
thanked for its work. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to have my name withdrawn as a candidate 
for Chairman of the Board. 

Mr. Hutchinson — Mr. President, please withdraw my name as a candidate 
for member of the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Yawger — I would like to withdraw my name as a candidate for Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Markus — I would like to withdraw my name as a candidate for Chair- 
man of the Board. 

Mr. Yawger — Dr. Henderson has advised us by letter that he also has 
withdrawn, which leaves the nomination for Chairman of the Board of Gov- 
ernors open. 

Motion made and carried that the withdrawals be accepted. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, I would like to nominate Mr. Rapp as a 
candidate for Chairman of the Board of Governors. I also want to nominate 
Mr. Sternberg as a candidate for member of the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Yawger — Under the order of new business, has anyone anything to 
offer for the good of the Association? 

Mr. Wilson — Mr. President, under that head, would a letter from Mr. 
Deacon, of Australia, be in order? 

Mr. Yawger — Yes. 

Mr. Wilson — He sent two very nice coins for our showcase. I received 
his letter some time ago and I held it over for the Convention. It is as 
follows: 

I received your letter of the 21st of April and thank you for same. Might 
I take the liberty of sending your Association two of the commemorative 
fiorins issued in Australia to commemorate the opening of the Federal Par- 
liament House at the Federal Capital, Canberra. I have already sent Mr. 
Duffield a short account of this coin (with a specimen) for publication, if 
suitable. These coins may make an interesting addition to the collection of 
the Association. Yours faithfully,

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Mr. Duffield — Would it be in order to offer an amendment to the by-laws? 
Yesterday morning in your address you made reference to the great trouble 
we have year after year in getting renewals in on time. We have tried a 
number of plans; we have tried pleading with them and asking them to be 
prompt and a number of other means, but it doesn’t seem to have any ef- 
fect. The past year we had, I think, over a hundred who were in arrears on 
the first of April. Last year we tried a little different plan, but it has not 
worked out satisfactorily. About the only thing it has accomplished is to 
make a lot of people sore because they thought the ruling was unfair. The 
ruling last year was that if a man did not renew his subscription by the first 
of April, he had to send postage for whatever back numbers he had missed. 

I have a new proposition to offer this year. It is up to the Association 
whether they want to accept it. Amend Article 6, Section 4, which reads 
as follows: « 

“The subscription price of the Official Paper shall be $2.00 per year, pay- 
able in advance,” 

to read as follows: 

“The subscription price of the Official Paper shall be $2.00 per year, pay- 
able in advance. If not paid in advance, the price shall be $3.00 per year. 
If paid within three months of expiration of subscription, it shall be con- 
sidered as paid in advance.” 

In other words, if a man renews his subscription by the first of April he 
shall be considered as having paid in advance. If he renews later than that 
he must pay $3.00. 

Mr. Markus — Mr. Chairman, no one who has ever been an occupant of the 
President’s chair, or knows the insurmountable difficulties in getting mem- 
bers to renew their subscriptions — some of them do not pay until the 11th 
hour — can fail to realize that a method must be adopted by this Association 
relieving the officers of this work, because they are compelled sometimes 
to write as many as 7 5 or 100 letters to these delinquents. If you will put 
yourself in the officer’s place you will realize the amount of work this en- 
tails, and I would therefore ask that you please adopt some method to do 
away with this work. Those that pay in advance should get the benefit of 
it, and those who don’t must pay the penalty. This matter should be called 
to the members’ attention in some way. 

Mr. Duffield — Mr. Markus has very fairly stated the case, and for a mem- 
ber who desires to pay promptly we give him three or four months’ grace 
before he gets in arrears, and by having this extra dollar added to the sub- 
scription price for those who neglect to send their subscriptions in on time, 
it pays for the postage in sending the back numbers. Postage is a large 
item of expense. If a member does not renew until July or August, he is 
entitled to all the back numbers from the time he is taken off the list until he 
renews, and the postage on the back numbers in these days is quite an item. 
It costs me six cents for every single copy I send out from Baltimore. From 
the fact that the magazine is printed and mailed in Federalsburg, it gets 
the pound rate for the regular mailing, but every copy or back number 1 
send out from Baltimore costs six cents. With a much belated renewal the 
postage takes off quite a bit from the $2.00, and as we have tried almost 
every other plan to accomplish what we want to, I suggest this plan. If 
this is given a fair trial and if the members fully understand that if they 
do not pay by the first of April they will have to pay $3.00 later on, I don’t 
believe anybody will drop out on that account, but, on the other hand, it 
may help matters a great deal. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, I fully realize the diflftculties which we have 
in making collections, but just as a point of information I would like to ask 
Mr. Duffield if members get a bill and how often it is followed up or just 
what is the proceedure. 

Mr. Duffield — Are you referring to members or subscribers only? 

Mr. Wormser — I’m referring to both. 

Mr. Duffield — Well, this would not apply to subscribers who are not mem- 
bers, because a subscriber who is not a member of the organization is dis- 
continued when his subscription has expired. But I have to treat the As- 
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sociation members differently. All members’ subscriptions expire at the end 
of the year, and it has always been customary to carry the members on for 
a few months in the new year to give them time to send their renewal to Mr. 
Wilson. 

Mr. Wurtzbach — Mr.President, I am heartily in favor, having gone through 
this experience myself, of what Mr. Markus has referred to, about doing 
something that is sensible and businesslike to bring to the members’ atten- 
tion the necessity of conforming with the by-laws of the Association. I am 
wondering whether we can adopt an amendment to the by-laws. I suppose 
any change of the by-laws or constitution would have to carry a notice in 
advance in The Numismatist to our entire membership, 

Mr. Duffield — The action taken here and published in the magazine, it 
seems to me, should be sufficient notice. But, at the same time, I can run 
a display notice in the magazine that would dir^t the attention of every 
member to the fact that next year there will be a different arrangement 
and state the particulars. 

Mr. Wurtzbach — It is my understanding that when a by-law is changed or 
amended, a provision in the by-law reads that notice must be given at pre- 
vious meeting. 

Mr. Duffield — As a matter of fact, it is not necessary for the convention 
to take action on this amendment, but I have brought it before the conven- 
tion because it is a matter that affects every member of the Association. 
You will notice that Section 15 of the by-laws states “that a three-fifths 
vote of the Board of Governors can pass an amendment to the by-laws.’’ 
So that the Board of Governors would have full power to make this change 
if they saw fit. My object was to fully acquaint you with the facts, but I 
realize that it is not necessary. 

Mr. Wurtzbach — I move that the suggestion made by Mr. Duffield be 
brought before us by a motion to be adopted by the Association. 

Mr. Gillette — I second that motion. 

Mr. Wormser — I don’t think we are doing a thing that can be done at all. 
I don’t see how you can have one subscription price at $2.00 and another 
penalty price at $3.00. Doesn’t the subscription price have to be registered 
with the Postoffice Department? 

Mr. Duffield — I don’t think it does. As a matter of fact, newspapers and 
magazines a few years ago were announcing in their magazine or newspaper 
that the subscription price payable in advance was one price, and if not paid 
in advance it was another price. I feel sure a proposition of this kind would 
come entirely with the requirements of the postal regulations. 

Mr. Wilson — Mr. Wormser a while ago wanted to know how I followed up 
the delinquent members. I only follow them up once; that is when they 
have been boiled down to a comparatively small list. As a result of my 
follow-up I usually get the list down to about 120, and then the Chairman 
of the Board of Governors takes it in hand and cuts it down — this year to 
91. As Mr. Duffield’s report shows a gain, I think, and as my report shows 
a gain, if it was personally left to me I would say leave things as they are. 
You only get a lot of members provoked. 

Mr. Wormser — I really wanted to make one continuous series of remarks 
but I had to have certain information. I think we have all the remedies 
right in our power to help. I don’t see how you are going to keep any mem- 
bers in the A. N. A. by penalizing them a dollar. All they have to do is to 
become regular subscribers and pick up the missing copies elsewhere. I 
don’t see how that will help matters any. If a member comes back at you 
and says that you stopped sending him The Numismatist because he did not 
pay in time, you can charge him 25c. apiece for each copy and that will 
straighten out the Treasury without having two sets of subscription rates 
and penalizing anybody. Some years ago I compared our Association maga- 
zine to that of the National Geographic Magazine, where there are two 
rates, one for members and one for non-members, and Mr. Duffield answered 
me at the time that you could not have two rates under the postal regula- 
tions. Now we are going to propose the same thing which Mr. Duffield at 
that time felt we could not do. 

Mr. Duffield — The subject which Mr. Wormser has just brought up is not 
the same kind of a proposition. The proposition he has reference to is that 
of combining membership in an organization with subscription to the official 
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paper, and the proposition I submitted here does not refer to that at all. 
The postal regulations expressly prohibit that, and I don’t see how the Na- 
tional Geographic Society gets by with it, unless they are influential. The 
proposition which has been in effect the past year has made hard feelings 
against me by members who have let their subscriptions lapse and later on 
write me that their magazine has been discontinued and then get sore at 
me when I charge postage on back numbers. 

Mr. Wurtzbach — Mr. President, I don’t know whether there are any legal 
difficulties entailed in this proposition, yet everyone in this room knows 
that not only with this organization, but with all other organizations, two- 
thirds of the membership have to carry the other third, and we continually 
soft-pedal those who do not care about the organization and who make our 
officers spend their own money reminding them five or six times about a 
little subscription for our magazine. I don’t believe anything will make 
them sit up and take notice unless you make they pay some sort of a penalty. 

I believe the time has come when we ought to say a word for the fellow who 
keeps the organization going. I think the others ought to be made to pay 
something, I don’t care how rigid it is, how much it hurts, it may hurt 
enough to make them realize their responsibility and obligation and toe the 
mark the same as the rest of us have to. 

Mr. Gillette — I think if everyone is thoroughly informed as soon as this 
amendment is made to the by-laws, the General Secretary and Mr. Duffield 
would not be criticized for their actions. It is, however, necessary that ev- 
eryone get full notice. 

Mr. Duffield — Just a word in reply to Mr. Gillette. After we took action 
at the convention in August of last year I ran an announcement in the maga- 
zine. If you will refer to the December and January issues you will find a 
full-page announcement of the change that was made at the convention last 
year, just exactly what you suggest, Mr. Gillette. And then again in March, 
which was one month before the time limit, another notice was given, so I 
feel that members had all the notice is was necessary to give, and yet, not- 
withstanding these three notices, we had the same 100 or 125 vrho failed to 
renew by the first of April. 

Mr. Chapman — I would just like to ask, if a member doesn’t get his copy, 
doesn’t that wake him up? 

Mr. Duffield — No. 

Mr. Bauer — I don’t want to inject any other business into this discussion, 
but in the installment business it is customary to send three notices for pay- 
ment. I think ofttimes a man may be away on business, or for some reason 
or other his work and other affairs become neglected, w’ithout his knowl- 
edge, and the first thing he knows he becomes an ex-member. I think a 
delinquent should be notified with either one or two notices. My idea would 
be one notice and then a final notice and then he has no comeback. 

Mr. Duffield — He doesn’t pay his subscription to me. He pays to Mr. 
Wilson, but Mr. Wilson has been doing exactly the thing Mr. Bauer suggests, 
except that the notices have not been labeled one, two and three. He sends 
out two notices, and then Mr. Markus send a written letter, and then the 
President writes a letter. So, while they may not be so labeled, he gets 
three notices 

Mr. Bauer — Then I don’t see what further discussion we should have in 
this matter. If he is notified and does not pay, that is up to him. There 
is no need of our changing anything. 

Mr. Wilson — I think the businesslike way to handle this situation, as far 
as the magazine is concerned, would be to run it parallel with Mr. Duffield’s 
plan in regard to his subscription list of those who are not members of the 
Association. I think it is ridiculous to treat the members of the A N. A. 
with any particular courtesy. As I said before, why not leave it as it is and 
stop subscriptions to the members, say about the first of February. 

Mr. Dufl^eld — In that case, if only 500 members renewed in January and 
the remainder renewed in February or March, it means that back numbers 
have to be sent to 500 members. I have tried to figure out some remedy for 
the situation. Before I left home I went over the list of those who had not 
renewed up to the time I left and found that it numbered 104. Out of that 
number there were 27 members who had been members of the Association 
for five years or more. The others were scattered over a period of member- 
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ship of six months up to five years; but it seems strange that those 27 mem- 
bers who had been members for over five years should allow their memoer- 
ship to lapse. 

Mr. Sternberg I cannot see how you can charge a member $3.00 for The 
Numismatist if he chooses to order it for the year beginning with April 

Mr. Duffield — According to our Constitution, all memberships expire at 
the end of the calendar year. If a man joins the Association in March for 
instance, he pays his $2.00 then, but is entitled to his back numbers, Janu- 
ary, February and March. If he joins in September or October and only 
pays $1.00 under the six months’ proposition, then he gets the back numbers 
beginning from the first of July. 

Tv/r heard the suggestion in the form of a motion as to 

Mr. Dufiield s proposition. We might as well put it to a vote. 

I vote on that I should like to know whether that is 
Mr. Duffield s recommendation. 

1 those in favor please signify by saying “Ave ” 

15 in favor. (Motion carried.) 

Mr Duffield--! would like to have a ruling as to whether it is necessary 
tor the Board of Governors to take action on that, as in the section which I 
read it states that amendments may be made to the by-laws by a three-fifths, 
vote of the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Yawger — That is mandatory. 

T\yr Wurtzbach I make a motion that we adopt the recommendation of 
Mr. Duffield. 

Mr. Gillette — I second it. (Motion carried). 

Mr. Wormser Mr. President, I know that this discussion has been closed 
but perhaps what I am going to say has something to bear on it. You can 
avoid all this matter of collections by the Secretary and by Mr Duffield bv 
becoming Life Members, because then you don’t have to make any annual 
payments. Those who are not Life Members now have a chance to acquire 
the greatest numismatic rarities in existence. I am sorry to say that during 
the incumbency of Mr. Yawger’s presidency not a single member has applied 
tor Life Membership. Consequently, his signature to a Life Membership 
certificate will be the rarest thing a mmeber can show, because Mr Yawger 
has definitely said he will not run again for President. 

Mr. Wurtzbach — You can put me down as a Life Member. 

Mr. Yawger — Has the Committee on Resolutions anything to report? 

Mr. Gillette — We haven’t had a meeting yet. 

Mr. Yawger — Any other business we can discuss now? 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to convey the greetings of Mr. Chas. A. Bau- 
mann, our member in Rio de Janeiro, which he asked me in a letter to ex- 
press. 

Mr. Yawger — It is now 11 o’clock and I think this would be a good time to 
listen to a paper or so from our Committee on Papers. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President and Members, I have a few papers which I 
think will be appropriate at this moment, as they might involve some dis- 
cussions. In the first place, I have a paper which is in the nature of a greet- 
ing from the poet-laureate of the Association, our good old friend. Waldo 
C. Moore, entitled “Fortunate Hartford.’’ (Mr. Moore’s paper was read, 
accepted with thanks, and will be published in The Numismatist.) 

Mr. Wormser — The next paper I shall read is one that may invoke some 
further discussion. It is in the form of a letter, and he asked me to take it 
up at the convention. It is from our member from Denver, Coi., Mr. Ernest 
Cerny. 

As you probably recall, several months ago, my letter to Editor Duffield 
was printed in The Numismatist, urging him to reprint the first six volumes 
of The Numismatist (Vol. I-VI, 1888-1893) in original form, size, appear- 
ance, etc., so they would look like the originals, as near as is humanly pos- 
sible, with all the ads of the old-time dealers, now deceased, with all those 
inodest cuts that appeared in text to illustrate the various coins in those 
little pamphlets. Some member of the A. N. A. possibly has an unbound 
file, in original form, and would be willing to lend them for reprinting 
purpose. 

How many A. N. A. members are proud possessors of a complete file of 
The Numismatist from 1888 to 1927? My own file is complete from 1894 to- 
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the present time. But, try as I can, it is impossible to secure those lamented 
first six volumes at any price. 

After hunting for them for about six years I decided that if I can’t get 
them to grace my library, I may at least borrow them and see what they 
look like, anyway. So I bothered our esteemed brother, Paul M. Lange, 
Librarian of the A. N. A., and he graciously sent them to me for the short 
period of two weeks, which kindness I greatly appreciated. 

What struck me most, reading the musty pages, were those masterly 
editorials written by the late Dr. George F. Heath, his prediction that from a 
small acorn a mighty oak would grow, his reverses and disappointments, 
for nearly half of the members did not pay their dues, the recorded history, 
step by step, of the growth of the A. N, A. of those few years, from which 
nucleus emerged the present healthy organization of the numismatic frater- 


nity 

The records of the first few conventions, where only five or six mem- 
bers were present (once the business secretary absent), and many other 
interesting articles about old-time collectors and dealers, too numerous to 
mention. In short, it is very interesting to read those epistles from start to 
finish, from a sentimnetal standpoint, while from the material standpoint, 
many members will agree with me that their file of The Numismatist will 
be worth while if they had those first six volumes, even reprints, so they 
could say, “I have a complete file of The Numismatist.” The cost of the 
reprint would be comparatively small, providing at least half the member- 
ship will secure a set.

Mr. Yawger It is now in order to make a motion to extend a vote of 

thanks for this gentleman’s efforts. 

Mr. Duflield — Mr. President, I just want to say a couple of words in regard 
to this matter. Mr. Cerny says that he wrote to Mr. Lange and borrowed the 
first six volumes of The Numismatist. I would like to make a suggestion 
that it might be a good plan for the Association not to allow those six vol- 
umes to go out of the Librarian’s care. Suppose they should be lost in the 
mail. How would we replace them? It is not uncommon for parcels to be 
lost in the parcels post these days. 

E. Smith — I happen to be one of those fortunate members who has a 
complete set of The Numismatist. It is unfortunate for the gentleman who 
says he cannot get a complete set. I know there are quite a number who are 
in the same position. I believe there are only seven complete sets, and I 
know the cost of reprinting those first six volumes would be quite expensive, 
and I don’t think we would have enough subscriptions for these six volumes 
to pay this organization to reprint them. However, if they should decide to 
reprint these six volumes, I don’t mind subscribing for another set, but I 
don’t see how it can be done. If you can get a thousand subscriptions it 
might pay, otherwise it is not worth bothering with. I understand the first 
six volumes are worth about $250 now. 

Mr. Dunham — I have a complete set and I would consider it an injustice 
to those who have full sets of The Numismatist if exact copies were made. 
If you want to make reprints, you could make zinc etchings and produce 
everything exactly, just reprinting the substance and marking it “reprint.” 
Otherwise it would be counterfeiting. 

Mr. Bauer — Mr. President, I move that we give this gentleman a vote of 
thanks. And it is gratifying to me to know that there are only seven sets, 
for, as I am an early contributor, and some of my articles on what I don’t 
know about numismatics have appeared in these issues, I would hate to think 
that more than that number of sets were in existence. 

Mr. Markus — This request might be all right, but would it end there? 
If we were to attempt to reprint the first six years, we would have to go 
into the publishing business, and we would be bankrupt before we knew 
it. You could see where it would lead to and there would consequently 
have to be a raid on the treasury. 

Mr. Dunham — That complete set is in the rarest of libraries in Chicago. 
It is kept in a special case in the Librarian’s office. 

Mr. E. Smith — I agree with the gentleman that it would be an imposition

to reprint those first six volumes. I had not thought of what you were say- 
ing in regard to having copies made of them. It would be in the nature of 
counterfeiting. 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I would like to make a motion that we refuse this 
gentleman’s request and say that we are entirely opposed to the reprinting. 

Mr. Duffield — The reprinting of the first six volumes is impractical from 
a business point of view as well as from a moral point of view. The literary 
merit of those six volumes is not very high. I haven’t a complete set my- 
self, but would like to have them. The only way they could be reprinted 
would be to have a photograph made of each page and then a zinc etching 
made of each page, then you would get an exact reproduction. So I think 
it is impractical from any point of view. But the point I wanted to bring 
out was the loan of those six volumes in our Library, and I think we ought 
to prohibit that. If they were lost they could not be replaced. 

Mr. Wurtzbach — I agree with Messrs. Smith, Duffield and Dunham, but I 
think we are creating a wrong impression by mentioning the word “counter- 
feit.” I am a considerable collector of historical works myself and I know 
that the State of Massachusetts reprints very rare documents so that the 
lovers of those things may have access to them. And in every single in- 
stance where there has been a reprint the original has doubled in value. 
To my mind it would not be counterfeiting anything and it would not be in- 
juring anybody. I would welcome, from a financial standpoint, a reprint 
of all those magazines. But as a business proposition for this organization 
to go into, a thing of this kind, I think, is all wrong. 

Mr. Duffield — The fact that our title, “The Numismatist,” has been regis- 
tered in the Library of Congress during the past year would prohibit any- 
body else from ever issuing or publishing it. We could do it, but nobody 
else. 

Mr. Bauer — I repeat my motion that we send this gentleman a vote of 
thanks and state that it was brought before the convention and it was de- 
cided it was impractical at this time to reprint the early volumes of The 
Numismatist. 

Mr. Miller — I second the motion. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Wormser— In order to vary the reading of papers, we have one gen- 
tleman with us this afternoon and, knowing his ability and standing in the 
numismatic and scientific world, we ought to listen to him. I refer to Mr. 
Theodore T. Belote, of the Smithsonian Institution. 

Mr. Belote — I did not come here primarily to burden you with listening 
to a paper written by myself. I came primarily to bring you greetings from 
Ihose in Washington interested in numismatics. First of all, the Smithso- 
nian Institution, and, second, a newly-formed organization there, the Wash- 
ington Coin Club. In addition to that, I have prepared a brief paper and as 
a matter of conscience I want to read you some of it. I pondered long on 
subjects for this paper and finally decided to discuss something which was 
recently brought to my attention by a well-known numismatist of New York 
City. I want to describe to you some of the original gold medals of award 
which are in the collection of the National Museum. 

Mr. Belote read his paper, entitled “Three Interesting Award Medals in 
the National Museum Collection.” 

Mr. Yawger — I am very grateful to you, Mr. Belote, for your efforts and 
appreciate it very much. 

Mr. Belote — I thank you. 

Mr. Gillette — I make a motion that Mr. Belote’s paper be accepted with 
thanks. 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to amend that motion slightly by adding to it 
that this paper be publishea The Numismatist, and if Mr. Belote will 
furnish us with photographs we will try to worthily illustrate it. 

Mr. Belote — I shall very gladly furnish photographs. 

The motion was seconded and carried and a rising vote of thanks was 
given Mr. Belote. 

Mr. Wormser — We have a very ardent friend of numismatics in far-away 
Australia, Mr. Alfred Chitty, and he sends in a paper which is entitled 
“Victorian Commemorative Medals.” He writes that he personally read this 
manuscript to a party of friends at his home and showed the entire collec- 
tion of Australian medals. It seems that the series of medals issued by the 
various States of Australia is very large. He also has sent a separately 
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published booklet on a section of this list which was called “Report of Lec- 
ture Entitled ‘Incidents in the Life of E. W. Cole and Collector’s Guide and 
Catalog to his Medals.’ ’’ He also offers to send us other manuscripts of 
Australian States, such as New South Wales, Western Australia, Queensland 
and Tasmania, if we want them. 1 don’t think this is the place to read a 
merely descriptive list of medals and I simply want to hand this over as 
having been accepted as a paper. 

Mr. Gillette — I make a motion that we accept this paper with thanks and 
leave it to the discretion of Mr. DufReld and the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Wormser — Here is another paper, by Dr. Julius Cahn, of Frankfurt, 
Germany, entitled “Barbaric Imitations of Ancient Coins in Central and 
Northern Europe.” I am reading it at this time because some of our col- 
lectors of ancients are here and I know they will be interested. 

Dr. Cahn’s paper is read, accepted with thanks and referred to The Numis- 
matist for publication. 

Mr. Yawger — As the nominations of officers for the coming year close at 
12 o’clock noon, are there any other nominations from the floor? 

Mr. Hetherington — I wish to nominate as member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, Mr. Charles H. Fisher. 

Mr. Miller — I move that nominations be closed. 

Mr. Wormser — I second the motion. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Wormser — This is a paper by Mr. Theodore J. Venn, of Chicago. By 
way of introduction, Mr. Venn says he greatly regrets his inability to attend 
and extends his best wishes for a happy time and the furtherance of numis- 
matics. (Mr. Venn’s paper, entitled “Commemorative Coins Create Greater 
Interest in American Numismatics,” is read by Mr. Miller.) 

Mr. Gilljette — I move that it be accepted with thanks and published in 
The Numismatist. (Motion carried.) . . ^ 

Mr. Yawger — I would like to hear the report of the Auditing Committee on 
the books of the Secretary and Treasurer. 

Mr. Hutchinson — Mr. President, I wish to say that we have gone over all 
the vouchers, receipts and disbursements and And that the books are correct. 

Mr. Gillette — I move that the report be accepted with thanks and placed 
on file. (Motion carried.) . 

Mr. Yav[ger- -Is there any other business you wish to bring up before we 
have more papers read? . t 

Mr. Wormser — I took particular pleasure in translating this paper, as i 
felt it was very interesting. It is the history of something very few of us 
know anything about. It ends with numismatics in regard to this particular 
subject, “Falconry,” by Dr. Busso Pens, of Frankfurt. He sent with it a 
number of plaster casts illustrating the paper. (The paper was read.) 

Mr. Gillette — I move that it be accepted with thanks, and also thank Mr. 
Wormser for translating it so well, and that it be published in The Numis- 
matist. (Motion carried.) * 

Mr. Yawger — Mr. Fisher, will you please give us your report of the Audit- 
ing Committee on the report of The Numismatist. 

Mr. Fisher — To the Officers and Members of the A. N. A.: Pursuant to 
appointment by the President, we have made an audit of the books of the 
business manager and have found the record accurately kept. A statement 
from the Merchants National Bank of Baltimore verifies the amount of cash 
on hand a^ of August 1st, which, reconciled with the book, shows a balance 
of $2185.53.

THIRD SESSION, WEDNESDAY MORNING, AUGUST 24. 

The third session of the American Numismatic Association Convention 
was called to order by President Yawger at 10 o’clock Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Yawger — I notice that several District Secretaries are here and I 
wonder if they have anything to report. Mr. Renaud, have you anything 
to report as District Secretary of Quebec? 

Mr. Renaud — I have nothing to report. 

Mr. Yawger — Is there any new business? 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, I would like to convey a message of greet- 
ings which I received from Mr. Brodstone. Mr. Brodstone has at times 
asked me for Association circulars to send to his readers, and I presume he 
has done so, as he has repeatedly sent me the same request, trying to help 
the Association get new members. I have not been able to trace definitely 
what applications have been received through his circularizing. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, I would like to go on record officially with 
an expression of thought of one of our oldest and best friends, one of the 
men who has done a great deal for the Association and whose presence we 
have missed very much this year. I am referring to Mr. Ludger Gravel, of 
Montreal, Canada, who, as most of you know, is very ill, and I am sure I 
express the sentiment of the Association in saying we all hope he will have 
a speedy recovery and be with us for many future conventions. 

Mr. Yawger — I might tell you at this time that I asked Mr. Godard about 
the expenses in connection with our cases and the loading and unloading, 
and he said there would be absolutely no charge, as that was their contribu- 
tion to the Association, and that sounded very nice to me. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, I would like to call to your attention that 
we have a special order of business for 10.30 — consideration of the next 
meeting place. 

Mr. Yawger — We will now take up the matter of the next meeting place. 

Mr. Wilson — I have letters from several associations in Cincinnati who 
back up the invitation of Mr. H. A. Brand, our District Secretary there. As 
far as I am concerned, there are no other invitations which have come 
through me. 

Mr. Gillette — I am very sorry that Mr. Bauer is not here, as I know he 
has an official invitation from the Rochester Association. I was not present 
at the meeting of the Rochester Numismatic Association v/hen it extended 
this invitation, but Mr. Bauer was present and, I believe, called it to the 
attention of the Association, and he was authorized to cordially invite this 
body to be our guest at the next convention in the beautiful city of Rochester, 
where we can assure you a wonderful time We have some very enthusiastic 
numism.afsts there and some of them are of long standing. I still belong 
to the infant class, but we have some old-timers, as Dr. French, Mr. Bauer, 
Mr. Woolsey and several others, who have been at it a long time I would 
like to submit, in the absence of Mr. Bauer, a cordial invitation to ho d the 
next convention at Rochester. 

Mr. Wormser — I think I have what is the official invitation from Mr. 
Brand, of Cincinnati. I think what you read the other day was the Secre- 
tary’s report. It is as follows: 

I extend to the American Numismatic Association Convention a very cor- 
dial and sincere invitation to hold their next meeting in Cincinnati any 
time next year that is convenient, but preferably during the fall of 19 28. 
not only because you have never had a convention in Cincinnati, but because 
Cincinnati is ready and willing to entertain you, as is evidenced by the in- 
vitations enclosed from the officials of the city. In addition to this, and 
more important than anything else, I want to call your attention to the fact 
that the location of Cincinnati is neither East nor West, neither North nor 
South, but centrally located, and will give the general membership of the 
Association an opportunity to meet in convention such as they have not had 
since the convention at Columbus. Any one of the six leading hotels has 
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available space for exhibits. You will be delighted to visit our Art Museum 
in Eden Park, where a collection of coins is on exhibit, together w th one 
of the finest art collections in the country. You will be delighted with an 
automobile journey around the city, seeing the hills and dales and the won- 
derful views obtained of the beautiful Ohio from the hilltops.

Mr. Wilson — I have here a letter handed to me by Mr. L. A. Burmeister, 
inviting us to Milwaukee: 

Dear Mr. Burmeister: We have been favored with your name as one of 
the Milwaukee members of the American Numismatic Association and we 
are taking the liberty of addressing you at this time relative to the attiiude 
which might be expressed by yourself and other Milwaukee members of this 
Association regarding extending an invitation to hold a future convention in 
Milwaukee. Our records indicate that the 1927 Convention will be held 
August 27th to September 1st at Hartford, Conn., and it the members of 
the organization should happen to be in favor of extending this invitation, 
it might be well to take the matter up so that same could be presented 
during the business meeting of the 1927 gathering. Would you be kind 
enough to give us this information at your earliest convenience so that we 
will know what action to pursue in the matter.

Mr. Duffield — I would like to say just a few words in connection with the 
invitation from Cincinnati. I know that Mr. Brand has been trying, during 
the past year, to form a local club in Cincinnati. He asked me to give him 
a list of all the Cincinnati members and all the Cincinnati subscribers who 
are not members, and I thought if it were possible for the convention to go 
to Cincinnati next year it might mean the formation of a new club there. 

Mr. Wormser — I think we ought to get through recording these invita- 
tions. Before we go any further, I think we might as w'ell list any other 
invitations we have received. Here is one from Philadelphia, through the 
suggestion of Mr, McAllister, and another one from West Baden, Ind. 1 
think it ought to go on record that they were received. 

Mr. Yawger — Any other remarks? We will now have a discussion on the 
merits of the different cities. 

Mr. Yawger — Mr. Burmeister, we have just read the letter addressed to 
you by the Convention and Publicity Bureau of the Milwaukee Association 
of Commerce in regard to inviting us to hold our 1928 convention in the 
city of Milwaukee. What have you to say about this? 

Mr. Burmeister — I am not in favor of it for next year. 

Mr. Markus — I heartily second what Mr. Duffield said, that if the time 
question can be satisfactorily solved, Cincinnati would be a very good meet- 
ing place. We have a hook there to hang our coats on; we have Mr. Brand, 
who would look after things in the same fashion as other local Committees 
have done at the last two Conventions, where we have not been at a club 
city or an Association city. It semes to work out vary well. It v/ould be a 
new city and would open up that particular city for more numismatic en- 
deavor if we could solve the time question satisfactorily and we can always 
hold Rochester for another time when we have no other place to go. 

Mr. Bauer — On behalf of the Rochester Club, a branch of our organiza- 
tion, I want to extend to you an invitation to have your convention in our 
city in 1928 as per a resolution passed at our second last meeting, which was 
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unanimous. I am here to urge you to come to Rochester and can assure 
you of a good time. I think that is enough said. 

Mr. Yawger — Any other remarks? I suppose this will all revert back, as 
usual, to the Board of Governors, as they really are the power behind the 
throne in selecting our convention city. 

Mr. Gillette — I would like to ask the President if that suggestion of alter- 
nating between the East, West and Middle West and holding the meeting in 
the East one time and in the West the next time and dividing the country 
up into three sections, is to be taken into consideration by the different 
clubs, societies and branches of the A. N. A. when they extend their invita- 
tions. 

Mr. Duffield — That will come under your report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. 

Mr. Gillette — We cannot make a report for the Board of Governors. I 
think it is a very good suggestion that the Chairman made and I think it 
will be good for all of us. 

Mr. Duffield — It has not been adopted by the Convention yet. 

Mr. Gillette — I wanted to know if it is generally out of order for branches 
not in the group or zone where the next convention would naturaMy be held 
to submit their invitations unless they belong to that group, or whether 
they had better withhold their invitations awaiting their turn. 

Mr. Markus — The zoning proposition was placed in the report of the 
Chairman of the Board of Governors for a definite purpose. We have been 
at loggerheads at times because the setting of the date or city of the con- 
vention was left to the last day instead of a time when the entire member- 
ship was present, and it was my suggestion that we advance this day to 
Wednesday morning so that there would be time for discussion. This zoning 
proposition is not arbitrary. The Board of Governors has unrestricted power 
as to where the convention is to be held, although the Board of Governors, 
in most cases, would take into consideration the expression of the convention 
as to where it would prefer to have its next meeting place. Those of you 
who were present when the question of where our next convention was to 
be held in 1927 came up will agree with me that it was a regular farce, and 
that is the reason I suggested the zoning idea in order to give each part of 
the United States a chance to hold a convention in its territory. There is 
no arbitrary mandate as far as that is concerned. It is just a suggestion for 
the convention as an equitable way to solve the problem as to where the 
convention is to be held. My expression is that I favor Cincinnati for the 
reason that we have never been at Cincinnati, and our object and aim 
primarily is to stimulate numismatics, get new members and advance the 
cause of numismatics whenever we can. See what it did to us at Washing- 
ton last year. And while I love our friends from Rochester and had one of 
the best times of my life at the Rochester Convention, we can go to Rochester 
at some time when no other city is available. It is the duty of the Board of 
Governors to go to a city where we have never held a Convention. 

Mr. Duffield — As far as this zoning proposition is concerned, personally 
I am opposed to it. I am opposed to any proposition that will limit or re- 
strict the selection of a place for holding conventions. We don’t have a 
great many invitations as it is. and this zoning proposition is not mandatory 
and we are not required to observe those geographical lines. I don’t see 
what the object is in attempting to form geographical lines if they are not 
observed I am opposed to holding any convention west of the Mississippi 
River, for the reason that it was tried at one time — a convention was held 
in San Francisco in 1915 — and it was an absolute failure as far as attend- 
ance was concerned. It was no fault of the Pacific Coast Numismatic So- 
ciety, because that was a young organization then and the members in San 
Francisco attended the Convention. But about 7 5 per cent, of the attendance 
was by members in the South, Middle West and East. I have a list of every- 
body who was there to prove my assertion. As to the zoning proposition. I 
think it is a bad idea, and while I am on the subject I want to say a few 
words about the matter of the Board of Governors having the final selection 
of the place to hold our convention. It is acknowledged that the constitution 
gives the Board of Governors the power to select the place for our next Con- 
vention. That, however, was placed in the constitution at a time when we 
received very few invitations from clubs or societies and we were, therefore, 
very often without invitations to vote on. I have always believed that the 
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convention should have the power and the right to select the place for the 
convention for the following year, and I believe the wisdom of 25 men at a 
convention in the selectipn of such a place is better than the wisdom of five 
men, especially if those five men are part of the 25 men, and I am opposed 
to giving the Board of Governors full power. 

Mr. Bauer — I agree with Mr. Duffield’s theory for this reason. We, the 
members, have to pay our expenses to these conventions, and it behooves us 
to designate the place, because some places we would not care to go to, and 
for that reason the convention may be more or less of a failure if it is desig- 
nated by four or five individuals. If we vote here to go to a certain city 
we naturally expect to go there and give it our support. That is my theory. 

Mr. Wormser — I think some of this discussion is entirely out of order. 
We are, I think, considering the next meeting place. I think if you want 
to open up the discussion for that, it is all right. We want to get an expres- 
sion of opinion just now where we would prefer to have next year’s con- 
vention. 

Mr. Duffield — I fully agree with the point Mr. Wormser takes, but the 
matter was brought up by Mr. Gillette and Mr. Markus spoke along the same 
lines, and I felt I had the privilege of expressing my opinion, too. 

Mr. Yawger — We will close this discussion. As a member of the Board for 
five years, the selection of any city has nine out of ten times been decided 
through the sentiments expressed at a former convention. If you express 
a desire to go to a certain city, nine out of ten times the Board of Governors 
decides on that place. Of course, the city of St. Louis sent us a very cordial 
invitation to hold our 19 27 convention there, but they had to call it off on 
account of the absence of some of their prominent members, and naturally 
the selection of Hartford was next in line. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, I would like to move that this convention 
now have a rising vote as to a preference between Rochester and Cincinnati, 
not, of course, as usual in accordance with the constitution, and not to be 
binding upon the Board of Governors, but merely to be an expression of 
those assembled here. 

Mr. Bauer — I voted for Rochester on the first ballot last year and then 
voted for Hartford on the second, and I am here because I wanted to be 
here. I would like to go to Cincinnati some time or other, but I am here to 
urge Rochester, regardless of any other city. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the motion and we will put it in this way. 
All those in favor of Cincinnati please rise. (Seven rise.) All those in 
favor of Rochester please rise. (Ten rise.) The sentiment seems to be in 
favor of Rochester. 

Mr. Yawger — Any other new business? 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. President, in connection with the voting, I would like 
to make a motion to expedite the balloting, that the election of the following 
officers be made unanimously: 

For President — Mr. Charles Markus. 

For First Vice-President — Mr. Alden Scott Boyer. 

For Second Vice-President — Mr. L. A. Renaud. 

For General Secretary — Mr. Harry T. Wilson. 

For Treasurer — Mr. George H. Blake. 

For Librarian — Mr. Paul M. Lange. 

For Chairman Board of Governors — Mr. Harry W. Rapp. 

That will leave the voting free on just the members of the Board of Gov- 
ernors who are in nomination: Mr. Edward T. Newell, Mr. Moritz Wormser. 
Mr. Nelson T. Thorson, Mr. Farran Zerbe, Mr. Harry H. Yawger, Mr. Elliott 
Smith, Mr. Preston C. Pond, Mr. Frederic E. Hodge, Mr. F. D. Langenheim, 
Mr. Charles H. Fisher, Mr. H. A. Sternberg. 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — I second the motion. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Elliott Smith — I am very sorry I am a little late, but I would like to 
record my vote in favor of Rochester for the next Convention. 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to ask Mr. S. H. Chapman to read a paper 
which has been given us by Mr. Leonard Forrer, of Bromley, Kent, England. 
“Charon’s Obolus.” 

(Mr. Forrer’s paper was read.) 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the paper of Mr. Forrer, read by Mr. Chap- 
man. What is your pleasure? 
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Mr. Gillette — I move that we receive same with thanks and publish it in 
The Numismatist. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Yawger — The next order of business is the ballot, and the polls will 
elose at 12 noon. We had better take that up now. (Reads the names of 
the nominees for Members of the Board.) Four of these are to be elected. 
The votes should be in the hands of the Election Committee before 12 
o’clock. The Chairman of that Committee is Mr. A. C. Hutchinson, and the 
other members are Dr. George P. French and Mr. C. Brisley. 

Mr. Wormser — I move that we take recess until 11.45 for the balloting. 
(Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Wormser — I do not wish to rescind my own motion, but on second 
thought I think the report of the Credentials Committee should be read be- 
fore we take this recess.

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the report What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Markus — I move that the report be accepted and the Committee 
thanked for its labors. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Wormser- — Now I again move that we take a recess until 11.4 5. (Mo- 
tion seconded and carried.) 

At 11.45 A. M. the meeting was again called to order by President Yaw- 
ger. 

Mr. Yawger — Dr. French, of the Election Committee, is not present and 1 
would like to appoint Mr. Foster in his place to help out Mr. Hutchinson 
and Mr. Renaud. 

Mr. Yawger — The polls are now closed. If anyone in the room has any 
more proxies, please hand them to the Chairman of the Elections Commit- 
tee. Mr. Gillette, are you ready to report on the Resolutions Committee? 

Rei>ort of Committee on Resolutions. 

Mr. Gillette — We took recommendations from the different papers which 
have been read. 


Resolution No. 1. 

Whereas the Legislative Committee, formed to advise the United States 
Government to establish a Federal Department of Numismatics, consisting of 
Dr. J. M. Henderson, chairman, with Hon. William A. Ashbrook and Hon. 
Roy G. Fitzgerald as members, has been appointed by President Yawger, 
and, as we are credibly informed, have been working hard to accomplish 
the purpose for which they were appointed, and under the present policy of 
economy have encountered great difficulties in their efforts, and 

Whereas we believe said committee is composed of members well qualified 
for this work and will continue their best efforts to secure Congressional 
action, ’ 

Therefore be it recommended that said committee be continued until fur- 
ther action be deemed advisable. 
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Mr. Yawger — Shall we have them all read at one time and then discussed 
later, or shall we discuss each one after it is read? 

The consensus of opinion was that all resolutions should first be read 
and then discussed. 


Resolution No. 2. 

Whereas the attention of this body has been called to the fact that there 
is a complete set of the first six years of The Numismatist filed in the A. N. 
A. Library, and it appears from a paper read before this Convention that 
said set was loaned to a member upon request, by our Librarian; and, 

Whereas such set is of great value and could not be replaced if lost, w^e 
recommend that the Curator be instructed not to allow said set to go out 
of his possession in future. Anyone wishing, however, to examine the same, 
to be allowed to do so under the supervision of our Librarian. 

Resolution No. 3. 

We call attention to the Curator’s report suggesting that the A. N. A. 
Library needs many of the best standard works on the coins of the ancient, 
medieval and modern worlds to make same of real value, and recommends 
the purchase of Cohen, Babylon, Haeberle and British Museum publications 
for ancients, and the best available works on the coinages of the United 
States and other countries, and that same be made a reference library only. 

We suggest that the members of our Association are requested to be 
generous and contribute books and pamphlets which they can spare while 
living to said Library. 

We also suggest that they remember the needs of the Library and coin 
collection when making their wills. Such testamentary gifts would consti- 
tute a fine memorial and would be greatly appreciated by the beneficiary. 

Resolution No. 4. 

We recommend the request of the Librarian and Curator, that the Asso- 
ciation, through its Board of Governors, formulate rules and regulations 
which shall guide and direct him in furnishing numismatic information and 
in attributing coins, also, the fees which shall be considered right and 
proper for such service rendered, be referred to the Board of Governors 
with full power to act. 

Resolution No. 5. 

Attention is called to the Librarian’s and Curator’s suggestion that the 
Association, through its Board of Governors, in conjunction with its Curator 
and the Curators of the American Numismatic Society and the U. S. Collec- 
tion at Washington, formulate rules defining the proper attribution of coins 
to be advertised or sold by dealers, or private sale by mail, which shall form 
a standard and guide both for public or private sales. 

That the degree of condition or rarity shall be plainly and clearly stated. 

That the expression “fine for coin’’ be abandoned. 

We suggest, therefore, that the General Secretary correspond with the 
officers of the American Numismatic Society and the other Curators men- 
tioned above, to determine whether they are willing to take such action as 
suggested by our Curator, and that upon the expressed willingness of said 
officers and Curators to take such action, the matter be taken up at our 
next convention. 


Resolution No. 6. 

Whereas the Chairman of the Board of Governors, in the eighth para- 
graph of his annual report, has clearly and fully stated the Board’s action 
in the disposal of the funds realized from the sale of the King Medal, and 
the splendid exhibit displayed in our case, which shows what can be done 
with $16.00 by an efficient committeeman like Moritz Wormser, and 

Whereas the Chairman recommends that $50 be appropriated for the 
coming year as a starter by the A. N. A. for the purchase of coins for our 
loan exhibit at the National Museum in Washington, 

Resolved, That the Association concur with the recommendations con- 
tained in said Paragraph 8. 
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Resolution No. 7. 

Attention is called to the excellent suggestion contained in District Secre- 
tary Nelson T. Thorson’s report, that the numismatic dealers who advertise 
should insert in their circulars and advertisements a line containing an ap- 
peal to “Join the American Numismatic Association and become posted on 
Coins,'’ or some similar slogan. 

We endorse this recommendation and would call upon the dealers to help 
secure membership by this method. 

It was further suggested by Mr. Thorson that the A. N. A. pay the ex- 
penses for inserting such additional line. 

We recommend that this matter be referred to Moritz Wormser, our very 
efficient Committee on Advertising and Publicity, with power to act. 

Resolution No. 8. 

We call particular attention of the convention to the working rule adopt- 
ed by the Board of Governors as to the selection of a place of meeting for 
future conventions, contained in paragraph 2 of said report, wherein it is 
suggested that it was deemed advisable to alternate the annual conventions 
between the East, the Middle West and Western zones, and defining the 
limits of such zones. Such zoning plan is not to be an arbitrary mandate, 
but is to be subject to revision as occasion may arise. 

We approve of the working plan in guiding the Board in its action, but 
the same shall not be binding on said Board of Governors nor on any con- 
vention in session, so that the same shall in no wise prevent the convention 
from entertaining any invitation or recommending any city or locality for 
a convention meeting place, irrespective of its geographical location, leaving 
a free choice of meeting place to the proper Association authorities as pro- 
vided for in the constitution and by-laws. 

Mr. Wormser — I move the consideration of this report, one question at a 
time. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Yawger re-read Resolution No. 1. 

Mr. Yawger — What is your pleasure in this matter? 

Mr. Gillette — The Board of Governors called attention to the fact that no 
report was received. We understand that they are doing all they possibly 
can. 

Mr. Yawger — I might add that I had this matter up with Dr. Henderson 
and he told me he took this matter up with Messrs. Ashbrook and Fitzgerald, 
and they stated that on account of President Coolidge’s code of economics, 
there is absolutely nothing doing this year and that they would get to work 
as soon as possible and try to get some action. And Dr. Henderson asked 
that we let the committee stand as a standing committee. 

Mr. Duffield — I would like to inquire whether Mr. Fitzgerald is a member 
of Congress at the present time. 

Mr. Yawger — I think he is. 

Mr. Wormser — Wouldn’t it be advisable or possible to add one of the 
Washington members to that Committee? 

Mr. Yawger — Who? 

Mr. Wormser — That is at the discretion of the President. 

Mr. Duffield — I think it would be advisable for the committee to be con- 
sulted whether they want additional members or not. Perhaps they can 
work better alone or with some Washington member they would care to 
select themselves. 

Mr. Yawger — It appears to me that it is a very fine working Committee. 

Mr. Duffield — I move the adoption of the Resolution. (Motion seconded 
and carried.) 

Mr. Yawger re-read Resolution No. 2. 

Mr. Yawger — Any remarks? 

Mr. Wormser — I think it is rather rough on an individual to mention him 
in a resolution. He certainly did not do anything he was not entitled to do, 
and it is a very bad reflection on Mr. Cerny, especially as he returned the 
volumes which he borrowed. If you want to make a resolution it should be 
put in a different way. 

Mr. Duffield — I was going to make just such a suggestion, and I move that 
the words “a member’’ be substituted for the name of Mr. Cerny. 
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Mr. Wormser — Mr. Chairman, if the Committee will allow me, I would 
like to amend that resolution, or perhaps refer it back to the Committee for 
rewriting. I think it should be rewritten entirely different or impersonally. 
Leave it to the Board of Governors to check over the books that you don’t 
want loaned and .state in your resolution that “Whereas there are certain 
volumes in the Library that are too valuable to circulate freely, such volumes 
should only be used as reference books, and the list of such books be deter- 
mined by the Board of Governors.” I would like to suggest that instead 
of the Board of Governors we could have a Rochester committee, because 
somebody local ought to go over this list with Mr. Lange. Mr. Gillette and 
Mr. Bauer used to be on such a committee and they could go over these 
books and determine which ones we did not wish to circulate. 

Mr. Gillette — I don’t think it ought to be left to a local committee. 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to table that resolution for just a few minutes 
and if you will permit me I shall rewrite it in better shape, so that it will be 
a workable resolution. 

Mr. Gillette re-read Resolution No. 3. 

Mr. Gillette — The Curator made a very excellent report and made some 
very excellent recommendations, but they would require too great an expend- 
iture to carry them out. I don’t think we have sufficient funds on hand to 
recommend that the Association procure a very extensive reference library 
at present. It cost the British Museum a good deal of money, I understand, 
to get those books. So we haven’t given the Curator any encouragement 
that the Association will spend that sum. We know that there ought to be 
such a Library, but the Resolutions Committee does not feel called upon to 
ask the Association to make any such great expenditure as would be re- 
quired. 

Mr. Yawger — What is your pleasure in regard to Resolution No. 3? 

Mr. Duffield — I move the adoption of the resolution. (Motion seconded 
and carried.) 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I amend that Resolution and hereby move that we 
appropriate $500 to be expended at the discretion of the Board of Governors 
and the Librarian for suitable books. 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — I second that amendment. 

Mr. Wormser — I don’t know where the Association gets so generous all 
of a sudden. Where are you going to get the $500? It is distinctly not one 
of our functions, while it is provided for in the Constitution that we should 
have a Library. We certainly find that we are not a library organization nor 
a museum organization, and this question has come up at every convention 
and was turned down very definitely at the last convention. What’s the use 
of spending hundreds of dollars on a library when you haven’t a paid Libra- 
rian to look after it. After the books are bought they will be put away and 
nobody will ever look at them again. 

Mr. Yawger — We will now vote on the amendment that $500 be appro- 
priated out of the Treasury for the purchase of new books. (Motion de- 
feated.) 

Mr. Duffield — Now I move the adoption of the original resolution. (Mo- 
tion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Gillette re-read Resolution No. 4. 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — In view of the worthless letters which we dealers 
have to write, there really should be some move made like this to have a 
fee charged for this purpose. The people think we are an information 
bureau and I am glad to see that this Librarian has set a standard and I 
heartily approve it. 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I make a motion that it be adopted. 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — I second the motion. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Gillette re-read Resolution No. 5. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard this resolution. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I have been attending auction sales for 50 years 
and I don’t believe such a resolution could be carried through. I certainly 
have had great experience in attending auction sales, and I can assure you 
that the cataloguing today is so advanced that it would be utterly impossible 
to get these men down to any other grade. It is impractical and you cannot 
get any line of men to agree to the conditions. I have tried for years and 
years to picture coins as they are, but I think the question is one that you 
cannot get men to agree on. 
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Mr. Sears — Mr. President, I move that action on this recommendation be 
indefinitely postponed. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Gillette — I wish to state that we hesitated in entertaining this resolu- 
tion. I think any suggestion ought to be accepted. 

Mr. Wormser — Why postpone it? Why not reject it as impractical? 

Mr. Sears — I make a motion to reject this resolution as impractical. 

Mr. Bauer — I don’t think it is generally understood. This is not meant to 
criticize any dealers. It is merely to get a general standard and then that 
standard could be referred to in any disputes. The American Numismatic 
Society and other Associations have their standard. There is nothing to 
hinder us in adopting a standard. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard Mr. Sears’ motion. (Motion carried.) 

Mr. Gillette re-read Resolution No. 6. 

Mr. Yawger — Now you have heard Resolution No. 6, what is your pleas- 
ure? 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I move that this resolution be adopted. (Motion 
seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Gillette re-read Resolution No. 7. 

Mr. Yawger — Now you have heard Resolution No. 7, what is your pleas- 
ure? 

Mr. Sears — I move that our action on this resolution be indefinitely post- 
poned. 

Mr. Boyer — I second it. 

Mr. Wormser — What’s the use of having a motion before the house and 
then having someone indefinitely postpone it? 

Mr. Gillette — A motion to lay on the table means to postpone it for some 
time. 

Mr. Chapman — I move that this resolution be adopted. If the members 
do not want it, they should say so. 

Mr. Yawger — We will put the matter before the house and let them de- 
cide which motion to accept. 

Mr. Sears — I believe the resolution refers to large dealers. I weigh 185 
pounds, and that’s as large as most of them. I again move that action on 
this recommendation be indefinitely postponed, or be tabled, if you wish to 
call it that. 

Mr. Boyer — I second the motion. (Motion carried). 

Mr. Gillette re-read Resolution No. 8. 

Mr. Yawger — Any discussion? 

Mr. Fisher — I move the resolution be rejected. 

Mr. Wormser — I don’t quite see the purpose of this recommendation. It 
is not in the form of a resolution. It was merely a recommendation endors- 
ing a general rule of conduct which the Board of Governors had laid out. 
You might incorporate in a resolution that you are not in favor of it. As 
to the proposition itself, I would like to say that our Western representa- 
tives have just as much right to have a convention out their way as we have 
I don’t promise to pay anyone’s railroad fare to go there, nor do I believe 
any of us would, but they are just as good members as we are and they 
should be considered. I find that we have 67 members in California, 16 in 
Colorado, 21 in Washington and 6 in Oregon, a total of 110 members. 1 
don’t see why they are not entitled to have a convention near them once in 
a while. I don’t think all this arguing gets us very far. 

Mr. Henry Chapman — This resolution doesn’t limit us to where we are to 
go. I don’t see anything definite about it and it certainly doesn’t make any 
rules that we must adhere to. It leaves it in the discretion of the Board of 
Governors to do as they see fit after recommendations have been made by 
the members. One member has told me that you cannot get an annual 
meeting of this Association in the West. There has been one in San Fran- 
cisco, although I personally did not attend, and I think there were about 8 
or 10 people who attended it. I think the Board of Governors should have 
the power to place the meeting where the largest number of members will 
benefit by it. 

Mr. Gillette — It might be well to withdraw this resolution, but I under- 
stood that Mr. Markus said they consulted the vote of the membership before 
they decided on Hartford, and they now have laid out certain rules to guide 
them in their conduct for future conventions, and I suppose he might want 
the approval of the convention. He states it is not to be binding in all cases. 
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Mr. Duffield — If that resolution is adopted, it would seem to me to nullify 
the action of the convention here this morning in selecting Rochester, as 
according to this resolution, the next Convention would be due to be held 
in the territory between Western Pennsylvania and Western Indiana. Ro- 
chester is in the Eastern zone, east of the Pennsylvania line. 

Mr. Gillette — I think it might be a good idea to have this withdrawn and 
rewritten, but I thought the Chairman of the Board wished to know the 
sentiment of the Association. 

Mr. Yawger — Any further discussion? 

Mr. S. H. Chapman — I wish to say that I think the zoning question should 
not be attempted. It is important that the convention hold the meeting in 
a location that will allow the greatest number of its members to attend. 

Mr. Yawger — Will some one please make a motion. 

Mr. Bauer — The Chairman of the Resolutions Committee offered to with- 
draw it and if he will do that, that will settle the matter. 

Mr. Gillette — With unanimous consent I will withdraw this resolution. 

Mr. Wormser — May I bring up Resolution No. 2, which I had intended to 
rewrite and which we decided to table for the time being? 

Mr. Gillette — I so move. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Resolution No. 2 (as rewritten). 

Whereas the attention of this body has been called to the fact that there 
are several books of especially great value and rarity contained in the As- 
sociation Library, 

Resolved, That the Chairman of the Board of Governors, with the assist- 
ance of such officers and members as he may designate, go over the catalogue 
of the Library and select certain books which, by reason of their rarity, 
shall not be sent out for general circulation among members, but shall be 
carefully kept in the Library for reference use only, and that the Librarian 
receive permanent instructions to that effect. 

Mr. Fisher — I move its adoption. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Yawger — It is now one o’clock and we are supposed to be here again 
at 2.30 for another business meeting. Mr. Godard would like to talk to us 
on the Mitchelson collection. 

Mr. Godard — It is so late, and few souls are converted on an empty 
stomach, so if you will come in this afternoon I will give you a brief talk 
•on the Mitchelson collection, if that is satisfactory to the rest of you. 

Mr. Wormser — I move that we adjourn until 2.30 P. M. 


FOURTH SESSION, WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, AUGUST 24. 

The afternoon session was called to order by President Yawger at 2.30. 

Mr. Yawger — We will now proceed with the regular order of business. 
Mr. Zerbe, will you please tell us something about the Pacific Coast? 

Mr. Zerbe — It is my pleasure to be the accredited representative of the 
Pacific Coast Numismatic Society to this convention In a friendly letter 
from our worthy secretary, Mr. Hansen, he requested me to express to the 
convention the hearty good wishes of the Pacific Coast Society. I had the 
satisfaction of spending most of last winter in San Francisco. We have a 
very active organization there and one that keenly feels its recent great 
loss — the passing on of its long-time active President, Mr. Charles B. Tur- 
rill. Activities among the members is mostly centered in their monthly 
meetings. They are somewhat handicapped in improving their collections, 
not only that some have but limited means for the purpose, which is not 
unusual with quite a lot of us, but also that they do not have close access 
to dealer stocks of great variety. San Francisco or its neighboring cities 
does not have an exclusive numismatic dealer. Their purchasing activities 
find fun and rivalry in the successful auction sales at monthly meetings. 
It is my pleasure to extend greetings from the Pacific Coast Numismatic 
Society. 

A few more words. A few days of my winter stay on the Coast was spent 
in Los Angeles. I do not know of a city in the country wherein there is as 
large a number of collectors that does not have a local numismatic organiza- 
d;ion. Judging, without local contact, one would believe a very active or- 
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ganization could be maintained in that wonderful city. Inquiry and close 
observation causes me to believe it would require a master harmonizer from 
a distance to supplant commercial rivalry for leadership in any attempted 
organization and to overcome unfriendliness (to use a mild word) and 
jealousies that exist between leaders of small groups. Los Angeles could 
and should have an active society and the day is coming when it will. 

Mr. Yawger — Is there any other business we can discuss now? 

Mr. Chapman — Would it be in order at this time to bring up the time 
question of the annual meetings. The time we usually meet, in August, 
very seriously breaks into peoples’ vacation, and I would like to see it put a 
little later in the year. We would then get to cities when they were in 
better trim and we would find a better class in the cities to entertain us. 
The month of August is being set aside largely as a vacation period, and I 
think we would find that everybody would welcome it at a later period, 
possibly September or October. 

Mr. Wormser — I would suggest that Mr. Chapman put his reasons in 
writing and submit them to the Chairman of the Board of Governors, be- 
cause several times this morning we pointed out that this is up to the Chair- 
man of the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Yawger — This has been a much-disputed question and it has been re- 
ferred to the Chairman of the Board of Governors. 

Mr. Wormser — Mr. Morse is here and has been kind enough to secure for 
the convention a paper by Dr. Bugbee, which seems to be very much to the 
point in connection with this convention, as it is about a particular coin. 

Mr. Morse — Dr. Bugbee showed this coin at one of the meetings of the 
Springfield Coin Club and it was so good that I thought of sending it to 
The Numismatist, but when the question of having the convention at Hart- 
ford came up, I concluded it would be best to read it here. 

Mr. Morse read Dr. Bugbee’s paper on “Granby’s Connecticut Hatchet 
Coin.’’ 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the paper, what is your pleasure? 

Mr. Markus — I move that we accept it with a vote of thanks and publish 
it in The Numismatist. (Motion seconded ana carried.) 

Mr. Henry Chapman raised a discussion as to the accuracy of the inscrip- 
tion on the coin as stated in the paper. 

Mr. Wormser — If I might make a suggestion, I would like to have Mr. 
Morse get in touch with Dr. Bugbee and get a photograph of the coin and 
publish the photograph. If it is unique, it would be worth while publishing. 

Mr. Morse — This particular piece is in the possession of his brother, and 
he showed it at one of the meetings of the Springfield Club, but I am sure 
he would be willing to get it again and do anything he could for us, 

Mr. Yawger — Are there any other papers? I believe Mr. Godard is to 
give us a talk on the Mitchelson Collection this afternoon, but I think we 
still have time to hear another paper. 

Mr. Wormser — I have here a paper which I think will just fill the short 
interval. 

Mr. Wormser read a paper by Dr. Hans Gebhart of Munich, Germany, 
entitled “Notes on Portraiture During the Middle Ages on Coins of Ger- 
many.’’ 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard the paper read. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Markus — I move the paper be accepted with thanks and published in 
The Numismatist. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Godard — I am glad to have had this convention meet here in order to 
have Hartford show what Hartford is, even though it took the Mitchelson 
collection to get you here. And I want you all to see the J. Coolidge Hills 
collection, for there is no jealousy between these two institutions. They are 
both in cSlonnecticut, both in Hartford and both for the public good, and 
next time you come to Hartford, don’t just walk up and down Main Street 
thinking that is all there is to Hartford, for Hartford has a wide extent 
and the heart of Hartford is just as kind as she is good and beautiful. I 
am speaking for Joe Mitchelson and J. Coolidge Hills, and I know if it were 
possible they would be interested in what you are interested. 

Joe Mitchelson was not only an enthusiastic and native-born collector, 
but he was a successful business man, an extensive traveler in many lands, 
a good friend and congenial host, and a good citizen who loved his country 
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and his native State. Born on a large tobacco farm located twelve miles 
from Hartford, in the village of Tariffville, in the ancient town of Simsbury, 
Connecticut, May 22, 1856, he received the training in the school and on the 
farm usually received by the boys of his time. 

Having been brought up in the midst of the leaf-tobacco business and be- 
ing encouraged by the success of men wlio had gone West in their early 
manhood from neighboring towns, he turned his attention toward Kansas 
City, Mo., where he early established a wholesale leaf-tobacco business. 
This* business required extensive traveling, which brought him in contact 
with a large number of business men in banks and other lines of trade, all 
of whom, through Joe’s enthusiasm, became personally interested in assist- 
ing him in adding to his collection of coins, medals, currency and other kin- 
dred items. , 

From the Atlantic to the Pacific and beyond, and from the North to the 
South and beyond, Joe had many interested friends on whom he called regu- 
larly when in their vicinity. Most always he found awaiting him items for 
his collection, which he valued highly. On many occasions he made several 
trips to diflBicult places before he succeeded in securing coveted coins, as to 
Portland, Ore., and to Tokio, Japan. Therefore, the collection which he pre- 
sented to his native State represents the results of these many years of ear- 
nest, interesting searching and acquisition. He became a collector of cents, 
and as he prospered in life he aimed to secure as perfect specimens as pos- 
sible of every variety of money used in and for America. 

After he had relinquished his successful business in Kansas City, Mo., he 
came back to Connecticut, where he planned to spend his remaining years 
on the old homestead in Tariffville. He and Mrs. Mitchelson, who so ably 
and whole-heartedly joined in his activities, travels and desires, united in 
reconstructing the spacious farmhouse of his youth into a country home with 
all modern conveniences. 

Mr. Mitchelson was much interested in the establishing and developing of 
raising tobacco under cloth, now known as shade-grown tobacco, which has 
now become so common in the Connecticut Valley. While making one of his 
usual inspections over a portion of a farm he had recently acquired, a few 
miles west of his home, he was suddenly taken ill and passed away in a few 
minutes, September 25, 1911. The large assembly of friends from near and 
from a distance who attended his funeral was a silent testimonial of the 
high regard in which Joseph C. Mitchelson was held by those who knew him. 

The collection which Mr. Mitchelson presented to the State of Connecticut 
and was accepted by the 1913 Connecticut General Assembly consists of: 

1. Coins — Federal, State, Colonial, and Foreign. 

2. Bills — Federal, State, Colonial, Confederate and South American. 

3. Tokens — Patriotic, Political, Commemorative and Commercial. 

4. Medals — Patriotic, Religious, Historical and Biographical. 

5. Library — Books, pamphlets and manuscripts relating to Numismatics. 

This collection was made, not purchased, and is the combined result of 

time, study, money and untiring love and devotion. It was Mr. Mitchelson’s 
hobby. 

The special vault in Memorial Hall occupied by the collection is one of 
two planned for this and similar collections. It is fireproof and, through 
a special appropriation of $2,000 made by the 1911 General Assembly, 
equipped with the latest electrical protection, known as the Holmes System, 
and installed by the American District Telegraph Company. The special in- 
terior equipment, which is an innovation in method of storage and exhibi- 
tion, was planned by Mr. Mitchelson and the State Librarian and was built 
and installed by the Art Metal Construction Co., Jamestown, N. Y. There 
are 196 safety deposit boxes, accommodating 5 trays each of a standard size. 
Each tray will hold from 2 to 36 coin boxes, according to the size of box 
used. The vault also has 10 cupboards for the accommodation of the special 
library. 

A steel easel of special design, which will accommodate 36 trays of coins 
at a time and stands just behind the inner plate-glass door of the vault, 
furnishes both a convenient method of exhibiting the collection in sections, 
and at the same time, being electrically protected, it will guard against such 
burglarious raids as have recently been made on similar treasures of va- 
rious museums and galleries. 
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As it was Mr. Mitchelson’s intention to have this collection serve as a per- 
manent historical collection which shall easily and authoritatively show the 
evolution and development of our money, a separate coin box substantially 
made from cardboard and properly labeled with white lead has been provided 
for each known variety of each date and issue of the several mints, whether 
he had succeeded in securing a specimen of that variety or not. As a result 
there appear in the collection several empty boxes properly labeled, which 
will bear the legend, “Not yet in collection.” By this method Mr. Mitchel- 
son thought to show at a glance what, when and where the several coins of 
our country had been minted. Six sizes of boxes have been used in installing 
the collection. While we have been led to think of this collection of coins, 
bills, tokens and medals as being confined to America, it is interesting to 
note that there have been already classified coins from over one hundred and 
twenty foreign governments and municipalities. 

The resolution accepting the Joseph C. Mitchelson collection reads as 
follows: 


“General Assembly, January Session, A. D. 1913. 

“Whereas the late Joseph C. Mitchelson, of Tariffville, has given Federal, 
and foreign coins; colonial, state, federal, and foreign currency; patriotic, 
political, commemorative, and commercial tokens; patriotic, historical, re- 
ligious, and biographical medals; together with his books, pamphlets, and 
manuscripts relating to these subjects; and 

“Whereas said collection should be properly installed in the Connecticut 
State Library and there form a permanent historical exhibit for the benefit 
of the people of his native State; therefore, 

“Resolved by this Assembly, That this collection, which represents so 
large an expenditure of time, study, travel, money, untiring love, and devo- 
tion, is hereby accepted as a permanent historical collection to be known as 
the Joseph C. Mitchelson Collection, to be maintained as requested by Mr. 
Mitchelson; and further 

“Resolved, That a copy of this expression of appreciation of Mr. Mitchel- 
son’s thoughtfulness and generous gift to his native State be suitably en- 
grossed and transmitted by the Secretary of the State to Mrs. Mitchelson. 
who so ably assisted in making the collection and shares in her husband’s 
patriotic wishes.” 

An act concerning the Joseph C. Mitchelson collection reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General As- 
sembly convened: 

“The State Librarian is hereby directed to continue the Joseph C. Mitchel- 
son Collection of coins, tokens and medals by adding each year a proof speci- 
men or, if not so coined, an uncirculated specimen of each variety of coin 
minted in the several mints of the United States. The Comptroller, upon 
vouchers of the State Librarian, is hereby directed to draw his order on the 
Treasurer for such amount as may be necessary for the purposes of this act, 
not to exceed two hundred and fifty dollars annually. 

“Approved, June 2, 1913.” 

Mr. Godard — Thank you, gentlemen. We are all working together in pur- 
suing our studies of the past, but my thought is of the days to come when 
we can be present only through our works and written word. Our country, 
which we all love, was established on those three great principles. Religion, 
Education and Law. These fundamental principles are now being over- 
looked and disregarded by many, perhaps thoughtlessly. Those of us who 
are interested in those things and know what they mean to the welfare of a 
family or nation must do everything we can through the study of the past, 
and, if necessary, through the medium of coins, and get as many as we can 
interested. That’s the thing. Work from the inside out, rather than from 
the outside in. As the old gentleman from Kansas City, while on his dying 
bed, said to his sons who had gathered around him: “Your father has been 
more or less successful, and as you go on you also will have opposition; but 
remember this: When you meet opposition, if you cannot beat them, join 
them.” 

Mr. Sears — I move that a rising vote of thanks be given Mr. Godard for 
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his courtesy and kindness in giving us this very interesting address this 
afternoon. (Rising vote of thanks given.) 

Mr. Yawger — Mr. Godard, the membership, in its rising vote of thanks, 
expressed my sentiments also. 

Mr. Yawger — Mr. Wormser, have you any other papers? 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to read a paper from Mr. Henry Russell 
Drowne. He is a great student of numismatics and has been a collector for 
a good many years. He has charge of Fraunce’s Tavern, in New York, for 
the Sons of the Revolution and is very well fitted to write such a paper. 

Mr. Drowne’s paper on “Fractional Currency Information” was read. 

Mr. Yawger — To me, gentlemen, that is a very interesting paper. What 
is your pleasure in the matter? 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I move that we accept this paper with thanks and 
have it printed in The Numismatist. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Boyer — I make a motion that we adjourn. 

Mr. Grant — May I talk for about two minues before you adjourn Mr. 
Godard said something about educating the younger ones of the numismatic 
world. As you know, I come from the smallest State in the Union. We 
have no numismatic association in Rhode Island. Can you gentlemen offer 
any suggestion as to forming an association there, whether it would be wise 
to do so in a city of the size of Providence, with approximately 300,000, and 
what suggestion can you offer as to the proceedure. 

Mr. Yawger — The usual proceedure is to get all the collectors together, 
accompanied by a good dinner, taik the matter over, establish a constitution 
and by-laws, and then form a club or association. It is rather a difficult 
task, but if you have enough collectors to become enthused, after a while 
they have lots and lots of fun. There were three organizations formed dur- 
ing the past year in the United States — at Washington, at Moorehead and at 
Buffalo. 

Mr. Grant — Are these organizations affiliated with the A. N. A.? 

Mr. Yawger — They have become so as corporate members. 

Mr. Grant — We have Mr. Foster Lardner with us and he would undoubted- 
ly be of considerable assistance, and Elmer Sears is almost within our State 
limits. I don’t know whether we can count on him. 

Mr. Wormser — You have a very fine nucleus, and I don’t see why you 
cannot get them together to form a club. My list shows six members in 
Providence and in addition to that there are three others. I am sure if you 
get the six together, as Mr. Yawger suggests, you will probably get some 
others, and you ought to succeed in forming a very thriving Rhode Island 
Club. 

Mr. Yawger — When you get these collectors together, I would personally 
be glad to come up there and do all I can. I think Mr. Markus would also 
be glad to do all he can. 

Mr. Yawger — Are there any more papers to be read? 

Mr. Wormser — The paper I am now going to read is by a gentleman whose 
paper last year at the Washington Convention, I think, was very much ad- 
mired. The gentleman is George A. Pipes and his paper is entitled “Re- 
markable Inscriptions on Coins.” 

Mr. Pipes’ paper was read. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard this paper. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Henry Chapman — I think it is most interesting and of high quality 
and very entertaining. I move that this paper be accepted with thanks and 
published in The Numismatist. (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Mr. Wormser — I think it would be wonderful if we could dispose of the 
papers entirely, have recess and then adjourn again. 

Mr. Boyer — I move that we recess until 5 o’clock. (Motion carried.) 

As it was too late to resume, the meeting was adjourned for the day. 


FIFTH SESSION, THURSDAY MORNING, AUGUST 25. 

The fifth session was opened in the Attorneys’ Room of the Supreme Court 
and State Library Building at 10 o’clock Thursday morning. President Yaw- 
ger called the meeting to order. 

Mr. Yawger — The first order will be the report of the Resolutions Com- 
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mittee, and in the absence of Mr. Sternberg and Mr. Gillette, the chairman, 
will Mr. Zerbe please read them? 

Resolution No. 9. 

We commend and appreciate the zealous work of our retiring President, 
Mr. Harry H. Yawger. We all know that he has done all that he possibly 
could during his term as President. His spirit fs ever willing to work for 
the welfare of the A. N. A. and we know that he will do his utmost as a 
member of the Board of Governors, subject only to doctor’s orders. We hope 
and trust that he will be fully restored to health and that happiness and 
length of days may be accorded our faithful worker. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard this report. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Wormser — I move that it be adopted with a rising vote of thanks. 
(Motion seconded. Rising vote of thanks is given.) 

Mr. Yawger — Thank you, gentlemen. 

Resolution No. 10. 

Resolved, That we commend and appreciate the fine record of Charles 
Markus and his eflicient and faithful service as Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, and we compliment him on his very complete report as to what 
has been accomplished by the Board during the past year. Also the helpful 
suggestions contained therein for simplifying and expediting its work in the 
future. 

Mr. Yawger — What is your pleasure in the matter? 

Mr. Duflaeld — I move its adoption by a rising vote. (Rising vote of thanks 
is given. 

Mr. Markus — I thoroughly appreciate your courtesy. 

Resolution No. 11. 

Resolved, That we extend our thanks to Moritz Wormser for the very 
efficient work done as the driving force of three important committees, viz.: 
Publication Committee, Publicity Committee and Committee on Papers to be 
Read at the Convention. We congratulate him on the great number and 
variety of papers secured and read. He has fulfilled his valedictory promise, 
when retiring from his five years’ service as President, that “in the future, 
no matter who is at the head of the Association, I shall always help in any 
way possible.” 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard Resolution No. 11. What is your pleasure? 

Mr. Dunham — I move that it be adopted by a rising vote of thanks. (Mo- 
tion seconded. Rising vote of thanks is given.) 

Mr. Gay — You forgot to say that he landed me. 

Resolution No. 12. 

Resolved, That the A. N. A. extends its thanks and appreciation to the 
Convention Committee of Hartford, and especially to George S. Godard, 
State Librarian, for securing such fine places for our meetings and exhibits. 
Also, for his untiring effort to make our convention pleasant and instructive, 
and we thank him especially for affording us every opportunity for inspect- 
ing completely the Mitchelson and J. Coolidge Hills numismatic collections. 

Mr. Yawger — You have heard Resolution No. 12. What is your pleasure 
in the matter? 

Mr. Wormser — I move a rising vote of thanks be given. (Motion second- 
ed. Rising vote of thanks is given.) 

Resolution No. 13. 

Resolved, That the A. N. A. extend its thanks to the Hotel Bond and Mr. 
George H. Myers, its Manager. Also, that it extend its thanks especially to 
Mr. Henry F. Karn, maitre d’hotel, for his uniform courtesy and considera- 
tion in providing us first class service as his guests. 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to offer an amendment that we add: “That 
an expression of thanks be communicated to the hotel by the President.” 

Mr. Duffield — I second the amendment. (Carried.) 
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Resolution No. 14. 

Resolved, That we extend our thanks to the Director and Curators of the 
Wadsworth Atheneum and the J. Pierpont Morgan Memorial for their 
courtesy to us as visitors, and especially to Mr. Frank B. Gay for his inter- 
esting sketch of J. Coolidge Hills as a man and as a collector, and also for 
exhibiting and explaining to us the rarities in that very large and interest- 
ing collection. 

Mr. Markus — I move its adoption. 

Mr. Wormser — I would like to amend that in the same way: ^ “That our 
expression of thanks be communicated to them by the President.” 

Motions of adoption and amendment seconded and carried. 

Mr. Gay — In behalf of the institution, I want to say that I think the vote 
of thanks should come from us instead of from you. We certainly wera 
very pleased to have you with us and pleased to have you like us. 

Resolution No. 15. 

Resolved, That the convention deeply appreciates the courtesy of the 
Royal Typewriter Company for putting at its disposal the use of one of its 
machines; and further 

Resolved, That the convention thoroughly enjoyed its interesting visits 
to the industrial establishments of Underwood Typewriter Company, The 
Hartford Rubber Works Company, Fuller Brush Company and Colt’s Fire 
Arms Company; and further 

Resolved, That the thanks of the convention be extended to these com- 
panies for their great courtesies and that these expressions of thanks be 
communicated to these companies by the President in behalf of the con- 
vention. 

Mr. Wormser — I move its adoption by a rising vote of thanks. 

Motion seconded and carried. Rising vote of thanks given. 

Mr. Yawger — The next order of business will be the report of the Elec- 
tions Committee. 

Mr. Wormser — Don’t you want to get through with these papers first. 
May I have the floor? 

Mr. Yawger — You may.

A very splendid paper by a judge in Alberta, Canada, William A. D. Lees, 
on the subject of “When New France Reckoned in Pounds, Shillings and 
Pence.” 

A paper very suitable to this convention, by George C. Arnold, of Provi- 
dence, on the subject of “Connecticut Colonial Coins.” 

A paper by our good friend, Mr. Wismer, of Hatfield, Pa., on the subject 
of “Early Bank Notes in the United States.” 

A paper by Mr. Charles N. Schmall, of New York, who has previously giv- 
en us very creditable papers, on the subject of “A Dozen Numismatic Errors 
Seldom Noticed by the General CoPector,” with illustrations. He has also 
promised another paper, which he was not quite able to finish, but which he 
will send later to The Numismatist.

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The Social Side of the Hartford Convention. 

With an attendance of about the average, the 1927 convention of the A. 
N. A. was held in Hartford, Conn., August 20 to 25. The number present 
from a distance was somewhat larger than usual, but the A. N. A. has only 
a few members living in Hartford and vicinity, consequently there was 
only a small local attendance. 

All in all, it was a very enjoyable meeting. The Connecticut State Library 
proved to be an ideal building for our purpose. Memorial Hall, on the 
ground floor, where the exhibits were installed, contains many items of 
Connecticut history of great interest, including many medals, badges and 
decorations, belonging to the Library, in addition to the Joseph C. Mitchel- 
son collection of coins and medals. All these, combined with the exhibits 
of the visiting A. N. A. members, made a really wonderful display of numis- 
matic material.

The business sessions were held in the Supreme Court room to the right 
of the entrance. This was found to be an admirable room for the meetings, 
and the attorneys’ room adjoining afforded a convenient place for the con- 
vention’s committees. Permission to use the Supreme Court room was ob- 
tained through Mr. George S. Godard, State Librarian, who announced that 
this was the flrst time in the history of the Library building that use of the 
room for a meeting of this kind had been given. 

Mr. Godard proved to be the pivot on which most of the convention ac- 
tivities turned. Not only had he made many of the preliminary arrange- 
ments, but he assisted materially in all entertainment features where local 
help was needed. He is possessed of that rare quality which enables him 
to anticipate the needs and desires of visitors to Hartford and knows how 
to provide for them. 
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Mr. Godard had an able lieutenant in Mr. Frank B. Gay, Director of the 
Wadsworth Atheneum. Mr. Gay is one of the youngest elderly men it has 
been our good fortune to meet in convention life. Having made advance 
arrangements to have us visit the Atheneum in a body on Tuesday after- 
noon, he dropped in at the smoker on Saturday night to look us over. He 
announced that he was not a numismatist and his interest in us was due 
entirely to the fact that he was the official custodian of the J. Coolidge 
Hills collection of coins and medals at the Atheneum. A mutual attach- 
ment soon sprang up, and the more each saw of the other the stronger the 
attachment became. At each succeeding entertainment feature Mr. Gay 
was gladly welcomed as one of the party, and on the closing day it was an- 
nounced that his application for membership had been handed to the Gen- 
eral Secretary. 

Saturday was devoted largely to arranging for and installing exhibits. 
Charles Markus, chairman of the Board of Governors, had been in Hartford 
for two or three days previously making arrangements for the entertain- 
ment features, and when the members began arriving on Friday they found 
everything in readiness. 


Saturday Evening’s Smoker. 

The first entertainment feature on the program was the smoker scheduled 
for Saturday evening. When the members reached Room 4, on the mezza- 
nine fioor of the Hotel Bond they found a table of sandwiches, coffee, etc., 
as well as cigars and cigarettes. It was soon discovered that everybody 
was pretty well acquainted with everybody else and that a smoker was un- 
necessary to accomplish that end. However, it was felt that possibly there 
was some latent talent as entertainers among those present, and in order to 
bring it to the front Elmer Sears proposed that the names of those present 
be placed in a hat and as each name was drawn the owner should respond 
with a few remarks or whatever he could do best. The responses were a 
medley of numismatic and other stories and short addresses. John M. 
Oliver, of Springfield, Mass., former General Secretary, injected a little 
variety into the program by announcing that his outstanding accomplish- 
ment was playing checkers and challenged anyone present to a game, with 
no one accepting. While the men were thus enjoying themselves the visit- 
ing ladies made up a theater party at Poli’s Palace Theater. 

vSunday Afternoon’s Visit to Newgate Prison. 

The program for Sunday afternoon called for a visit to Newgate Prison 
and the Granby copper mines. This historical spot is located on the west- 
ern declivity of Talcott Mountain, in East Granby, about fourteen miles 
north of Hartford, and a number of cars parked at the entrance when we 
arrived is proof that its historic importance and interest is generally recog- 
nized. The trip for the A. N. A. party was made in two sightseeing busses. 
The ravages of time have left little of the wall surrounding the various 
buildings which comprised the prison, or of the buildings themselves, except 
the main building over the mines, which has been restored and preserved by 
the Newgate Historical Corporation. Its history dates from 1707, when the 
first chartered English Mining Company began operations at the mine. The 
prison itself was the first colonial prison of the State and was used as a 
prison during the Revolutionary War. It was later enlarged and became the 
first State prison in Connecticut. Throughout its history the prisoners were 
the operatives of the mines. 

In various places about the grounds are posted bulletins giving in more 
or less detail interesting information about the prison and mines, with inci- 
dents in its history, including accidents, escapes and attempted escapes. It 
was the ore taken from these mines that furnished the copper from which 
John Higley, of Granby, made his famous threepence. The percentage of 
copper in the ore was not great and the mines were not profitable even 
when operated with prison labor. 

Entrance to the mines is by means of a rough stairway under the main 
building, and visitors who desire may explore them under the care of di 
guide, and they are also permitted to take away pieces of the ore as 
souvenirs. 
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Sunday Evening’s Illusti*ated Papers. 

The authors of two of the convention papers provided lantern slides with 
which to illustrate their papers, and it was found necessary to utilize Sun- 
day evening for this purpose. The papers were “Bracteates,” by Dr. R. 
Gaettens, of Halle (Saale), Germany, and “The Gold Coinage of Sweden,” 
by Miss Berta Holmberg, of Stockholm, Sweden. The papers were read by 
Moritz Wormser, with Howland Wood operating the projectoscope. 

A third paper of the evening was by Howland Wood, entitled “The Eagle 
on Our Coins.” This was illustrated by drawings made by Mr. Wood, show- 
ing the various types of eagles that have appeared on United States coins. 
The paper was in a humorous vein. This, with the other two papers, will 
be printed in future issues of The Numismatist. All were thoroughly 
enjoyed. 

Monday Aftemoon’s Sightseeing Trip. 

The program as originally arranged provided for two sightseeing trips 
on Monday and Tuesday afternoons. This was later changed to provide a

full afternoon at the Wadsworth Atheneum on Tuesday, and the two sight- 
seeing trips were combined for Monday afternoon. To accomplish this it 
was necessary to divide the A. N. A. members into two parties, each visiting 
two industrial plants and other points of interest, as well as a ride through 
the park system. One party was scheduled to visit the Fuller Brush Com- 
pany factory and the Colt Fire Arms plant, and the other party the Under- 
wood Typewriter plant and the Hartford Rubber Works. The latter party 
was successful in seeing the plants in operation, but when the first party 
arrived at the plant of the Fuller Brush Company the afternoon was waning 
and only a small part of the plant was in operation. After a brief inspec- 
tion of this plant little time was left and the visit to the Colt Fire Arms 
plant was canceled. 


Moiiflay Night — Dealers’ Night. 

Monday night was dealers’ night. A long table was arranged in one of 
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the rooms on the mezzanine floor of Hotel Bond, and for several hours buyer 
and seller faced each other and exchanged coins for coins. No new price 
records were established and the total amount of sales was not announced. 
It has been established, however, that by far the greatest amount of busi- 
ness transacted in coins at A. N. A. conventions is done in the rooms of the 
various members, where only the buyer and seller are present. 

Tuesday Afteiuiooii’s Visit to the Atheneuiii. 

On Tuesday an afternoon was spent at the Morgan Memorial through the 
courtesy of the directors of the Wadsworth Atheneum. The members gath- 
ered in the auditorium and listened to an address of welcome by Mr. William 
B. Goodwin, trustee of the Atheneum. 

Mr. Frank B. Gay then addressed the members, giving an interesting 
sketch of J. Coolidge Hills, who beaqueathed his collection to the Atheneum. 

After Mr. Gay’s address he led the party to the rooms containing the Hills 
collection, where considerable time was spent. The other rooms in the 
Morgan Memorial, containing many antique objects of interest, were also 
visited. Later, tea was served, Mrs. J. Coolidge Hills and Mrs. William B. 
Goodwin acting as hostesses. A vote of thanks was extended to Messrs. 
Gay and Goodwin and the ladies for their kindness in providing a most en- 
joyable afternoon’s entertainment. 

Tuesday Evening’s Moving Pictures. 

Tuesday evening was originally planned to include a theater party, but 
when George J. Bauer arrived from Rochester on Sunday and announced 
that he had gone into the moving-picture business and would like an oppor- 
tunity to produce his photo-play, arrangements were made to turn Tuesday 
evening over to him. Room 4, mezzanine floor. Hotel Bond, was converted 
into a movie parlor and a machine installed and George produced his films. 
The title of the play was not announced, but George gave it out that it was 
in five reels. It was suggested that “Find ’Em Where They Made ’Em” 
would be appropriate. It proved to be a series of moving pictures taken by 
Messrs. Bauer and Gillette on their trip last winter through Northern Af- 
rica, Syria, Palestine, Greece and Rome in quest of numismatic specimens. 
And while the pictures did not show whether they were successful in a 
numismatic way, they did furnish a very enjoyable evening for the audience. 

Mr. Bauer was the operator as well as the lecturer, with Mr. Gillette 
assisting. Both the pictures and the lecture were highly entertaining. The 
best part of it was that George had his audience with him from start to 
finish. If the machine did not work as smoothly at times as it should, or 
if the films did not wind or unwind with the accuracy to which movie patrons 
are accustomed, why, who cared? This was our movie and we could run it 
as we pleased. It was established beyond a doubt that Mr. Bauer did most 
of the camera work, consequently Mr. Gillette appeared on the screen oftener 
than Mr. Bauer, though the roles were occasionally reversed. And if there 
was some good-natured “kidding” when either of the principals appeared 
on the screen, it was nobody’s business but our own. 

It was really an enjoyable evening and was the next best thing to being 
able to make such a trip ourselves. The principals were fellow collectors 
and personal acquaintances and the places visited have important numis- 
matic histories, and it was all interesting. There was no custard-pie comedy 
in George’s films, though there were some amusing incidents; there were no 
sex problems, no intriguing situations. It was all wholesome entertainment, 
and not a little pathos was added when he threw on the screen some views 
of the Armenian refugee camps and the work being done for the orphans 
by the Near-East Relief. 

Wednesday Evening’s Banquet. 

The closing social event was the banquet on Wednesday evening, which 
was given in the room adjoining our headquarters at Hotel Bond. A long 
table at the end of the room was occupied by the officers and their wives, 
while the other members were seated at a number of tables about the room. 
Elmer Sears was toastmaster and was at his best in this position. Only a 
few were called on for remarks and they included President Yawger, and 
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Messrs. Godard, Gay, Wormser and Zerbe. At the conclusion the toast 
master invited all to remain and have a game of bridge.

Those Colonial Coins.

The classification of numismatic specimens is a question which confronts 
both the professional numismatists and the custodians of large collections 
much more than the average numismatic collector. . rvf 

The main objective in the classification of specimens is the placing o 
the issues under such countries as authorized by the historical and geo- 
graphical evidence as supplied by the specimen itself. In the cataloguing 
of specimens it is essential that the classifier adopt a sort of neutral nation- 
ality and refrain from enlarging the specimens of one country to the be- 
littling those of another country. . .x. a • „ 

Let us review the position of the English Colonial coins for the American 
Colonies. Are these United States Colonials? Of course not. These must 
be regarded as English Colonial issues from the period of the Enghsh colo- 
nization to at least the Declaration of Independence. Some classifiers may 
eo further and date the termination of English possession to the treaty ot 
the 3rd of September, 1782, by which the independence of America was 
accepted by the high contracting powers. Such numismatists would '“oljid 
the issues struck during the War for Independence as issues of an English 
Colonrin revolution and place them in the English Colonial series in a 
similar manner to those of the South African Republic. This, however, is 
not done by the average English cataloguer, who foregoes any claim upon 
such issues and dates the commencement of the United States issues from 
the Declaration of Independence, while cataloguing the previous issues as 
English or French Colonial issues, respectively. , ^ . 

It appears that many difficulties would be eliminated by the adoption of 
two terms— such as American Colonials and United States Colonials— which 
would definitely separate the Issues of other countries for their American 
Colonies (now forming part of the United States of America) 
issues struck by the United States for Colonies acquired since the formation

Colonial series. We should be quite content to let the pre^ossessors of

In looking over auction catalogues one can hardly escape the reflection 
that many collectors of American colonials neglect a very important part of 
field, inasmuch as their collections, when brought to sale, seldom in- 
clude the French colonials of the northern part of the continent. These are 
most interesting reminders of a period of stress and struggle in that part of 
North Arnerica during the seventeenth and‘ eighteenth centuries and are 
well worth collecting, both for their historical interest and in a lesser de- 
gree, for their artistic merit. 


The collection of these pieces along with those of the English colonies 
would form an additional bond of sympathy between collectors North and 
bouth of the international boundary line and would serve to draw closer in 
interest the two larger elements in the membership of the ANA 

Of course one of the chief advantages of a coin collection is that it acts as 
a stimulus to historical research. One who collects merely for the pleasure 
and pride of having a complete series (although these are not to be de- 
spised), without knowing, or caring to know, what the pieces represent 
what human struggles, joys and sorrows lie recorded in the history of the 
period to which they belong, loses more than half the potential pleasure 
that collecting can afford. A collection with even a sprinkling of French 
colonials will almost certainly draw its owner, sooner or later, into the re- 
peated pleasure of a dip into the delightful pages of Francis Parkman 
whose interest in the continent of North America was by no means confined 
to the aristocratic vicinity of Boston. His seductive knack of making the 
past live again by a few masterful strokes of the pen has often cost the 
writer an hour or two that ought to have been devoted to sleep, but the feel- 
ing always remained that they were, nevertheless, hours well spent His 
convincing portrait of Louis XIV, “the most Christian King,” also known 
as “the father of Canada,” in “The Old Regime in Canada,” well repays 
more than one re-reading. The art of writing history at its best is well ex- 
emplified in his general picture, in the same book, of the state of the strug- 
gling little colony, beset with dissensions and difficulties within and dangers 
without; dangers not only from the hostile Iroquois but from the Puritan 
heretics at “Masathusets in New England” and the Dutch heretics at the 
mouth of the Hudson. 


Then, if one happens to have a smattering of French, many more pleasant 
and profitable hours can be spent in digging out interesting facts from Zay’s 
Histoire Mondtaire Des Colonies Francaises” and from many other histori- 
cal and numismatic works written by French Canadians, many of them direct 
descendants of the early colonists of that period. I would like to mention 
one book in particular whose acquaintance I have made only recently and 
which seems to be too little known among collectors, considering the amount 
of loving care and painstaking research its author has lavished on its prepa- 
ration. I refer to “Les Mddailles Ddcerndes Aux Indiens,” by Victor Morin, 
LL.D., a book indispensable to one who wishes to cover this period of the 
history of the early colonists. 


Another incentive, perhaps not so worthy, to the collection of the money 
ot the French colonial period is that many examples are already quite scarce 
and growing more difficult to get as time goes on. For example, the card 
money, written or stamped on the backs of cut playing cards to serve as a 
temporary makeshift in the absence of small coin, is almost unattainable by 
collectors most of what is extant being in the French archives. Others 
such as the fifteen-sol piece of 1670 and the twelve and six deniers of 1717 
conimand handsome prices on the rare occasions when they come under the 
auctioneer’s hammer. 

But what I particularly had in mind when I chose the title for this paper 
was the series of Franco-American Jetons, or counters, dated from 17 51 to 
1755. These have, as obverses, variously depicted heads or busts of Louis 
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XV (also, by the way, “the most Christian King”) by well-known French 
artists. These are combined with some eight or more reverses of symbolical 
design with Latin inscriptions and having in the exergue French words in- 
dicating that they were made for use in the French colonies of America. 
They were used in recokoning amounts of money and, as described by Zay, 
the modus operandi was as follows. The units of currency were livres, sols 
and deniers, the old Roman librae, solidi and denarii, from which the English 
of todav derive their symbols for pounds, shillings and pence. When amounts 
were to be counted or added, a box with three compartments was used, into 
each of which jetons were thrown as the amounts were given. When there 
were twelve jetons in the denier compartment these were removed and a 
jeton put in the sol compartment, and, in like manner, when there were 
twenty jetons in the sol compartment they gave place to one in the livre 
compartment. The whole arrangement was a somewhat primitive forerun- 
ner of the adding machine, so indispensable in the naodern bank. 

Although the money was reckoned, after a fashion, in pounds, shillings 
and pence, one must not run away with the idea that the value of these was 
anything like either Roman or sterling money, or even the so-called Halifax 
currency, which was used in Canada to some extent after it became a British 
possession. The French livre was of a value of about twenty cpnts., varying 
even in different parts of France, but writers on the subject and dictionaries 
are so widely at variance on this poiift that I will not pretend to give more 
than an approximation. The colonial livre was actually raised or lowered 
in value from time to time, by edict, in a vain attempt to cure an incurable 
habit that colonial money had at that time of going home by every ship 
that sailed for old France, in spite of everything the money expert^ of that 
day could or would do to stop it. 

Any collector who decides that he wants a new and interesting side line 
cannot do better than start a collection of these jetons, and he will find the 
field not only of historical and artistic interest but full of surprises in the 
way of hitherto unlisted varieties. In this connection I may mention that, 
while Frossard in his work on the series published in 1899 listed less tnan 
fifty of these jetons, strictly so called, many more than that number were 
offered at a New York auction sale in 1925, and my good friend. Dr. Cour- 
teau, hazards the guess that there may be nearly a hundred of them. It 
will thus be seen that there is still ample scope for new discoveries. One 
comforting thought for the average collector is that, although a few of these 
pieces are scarce, or even rare, the ruling prices for them are not unreason- 
able and one need not spend a small fortune in order to have a fairly repre- 
sentative collection. i 

Once a start is made with these jetons I am satisfied my hypothetical col- 
lector will not be content to stop with the completion of this series, but will 
extend his range to the whole French colonial field and will go on from 
strength to strength until at last he places the cap sheaf by acquiring that 
acme of rarity the fifteen-sol piece of 1670, which, at two comparatively 
recent sales, is said to have brought $560 and $410.

Connecticut Colonial Coins. 

By GEORGE CARPENTER ARNOLD, Providence, R. I.

The course of a historic pilgrimage has brought us into the beautiful 
city of the “Charter Oak” and capital of Nutmegdom, the name Hartford be- 
ing borrowed from the township of Hertford, on the river Lea, in Hertford- 
shire, England. . * 

For a century or more Hartford has been a great literary center. Authors, 
artists and publishers have ever found it a fruitful field for the develop- 
ment of brains and enterprise. The famous Hartford Wits and the older 
portion of the city has its precious associations with John Trumbull, the 
epic of the Revolution: Barlow, Dwight, Hopkins, Brainard, Alsop, Goodrich, 
Noah Webster, as well as with the more recent authors. 
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” first settlers of New England foimd -gi'eaf difficirlty in obtaining the 
means for trade and barter, for, having brought little money to this country 
their resources soon became exhausted. In their extremity they were obliged 
to adopt the Indian money of the period, which was made from various shells 
and styled sewan or wampum. The General Court of Massachusetts, No-

The first regular authorized coinage of Connecticut was granted by the- 
Assembly at New Haven, October, 1785. The act reads as follows: 


“Resolved by this Assembly, That Samuel Bishop, Joseph Hopkins, Samuel 
Hillhouse and John Goodrich have liberty, and liberty and authority is: 
hereby granted to them, to establish a Mint for the coining and manufactur- 
ing coppers not to exceed the amount of ten thousand pounds of lawful 
money, in value of the standard of British halfpence, and to weigh six penny- 
weight,” etc. 


Samuel Browns and Jeremiah Platt secured the contract, and two mint 
houses were built, one situated in what is now known as Morris Cove and 
the other near the mouth of the Westville river, in Westville. Abel BuelU 
of New Haven, was the principal die sinker and prepared dies also for Ver- 
mont, New York and some of the New Jersey colonials. 

The authorized coinage of Connecticut cents were dated 1785 to 1788, 
inclusive. The obverse has a bust, not unlike Washington, with the legend 
“Auctori Connec” (by the authority of Connecticut) and the reverse side, 
“Inde Et Lib” (Independence and Liberty), with the ideal head of Liber-- 
ty, and date. 

I have taken from my collection several varieties of these colonials and’ 
will be glad to exhibit after the session to any of the members who would 
like to see them. 


An Episode in Roman Conquest. 

By GEO. H. RUSSELL, Washington, D. C.

A fairly common Roman Republic denarius of the Aemilia family is thus 
described: 


Obv., PAVLLVS LEPIDVS CONCORDIA. Veiled head of Concord r 
Rev. PAVLLVS TER. Paullus standing, hand on trophy, before 
which stand Perseus, King of Macedon, and his two young sons as 
prisoners of war. 


This coin recalls a very stirring event in the history of the territorial ex- 
pansion of Rome from a little village on the Yellow Tiber to the position of 
arbiter of the world’s destiny. The time is 168 B. C. Rome has now con- 
quered all of Italy and Sicily and is engaged with Carthage in a life-and- 
death struggle which was to end in a few years with the total destruction of 
Carthage by the Roman legions under the command of Scipio Aemilianus, a. 
son of the Paullus who was the hero of the event commemorated by the coin. 
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noted above. In addition to the effort to destroy Carthage and remove it as 
a rival for world power, Rome was also- striving to extend its boundaries 
eastward; and in pursuance of this policy, had practically, by diplomacy, 
made Greece an ally, and was now trying by force of arms to make Macedon 
a Roman province. For three years Perseus, the son of Philip V, who ruled 
over Macedon, had successfully resisted the Roman legions, largely because 
of the incompetence of their leaders, and it seemed that the effort to subdue 
his kingdom was doomed to failure. In this crisis Lucius Aemilius Paullus, 
who had been Consul in Rome in 182 B. C., was again selected for that high 
office and was sent to Macedon as the commander-in-chief of the invading 
forces. Paullus soon justified his selection, and in the battle of Pydna, June 
22, 168, utterly routed the Macedonian forces, capturing Perseus and his 
sons. Cities were sacked and the spoils sent to Rome. On Paullus’ return 
the Senate granted him a public triumph, which was a magnificent affair, 
lasting three days, and the -highest tribute that could be paid a Roman 
general. 

The first day the procession was headed by the Consuls and Senate, fol- 
lowed by a band of trumpeters. Then followed wagons filled with captured 
treasures, pictures of the foreign lands and banners bearing the names of 
ihe conquered cities. The second day the wagons were filled with armor, 
trophies and spoils of war, followed by men carrying bowls of silver eoins 
and various utensils of silver taken away by the army. But the third day 
was the climax. The procession was led by a band of flute players, followed 
by attendants leading one hundred and twenty white oxen with gilded horns 
bedecked with ribbons, which at the close of the day would be sacrificed to 
Jupiter. After the oxen came men bearing bowls of gold coins and utensils 
of gold, which were a part of the spoils. Then followed the chariot of Per- 
seus containing his armor and crown. Walking after the chariot came Per- 
seus clothed in black, and his sons, immediately followed by a gorgeously 
decorated chariot in which stood Paullus in a robe of purple and gold as 
Jupiter. In his right hand he carried a laurel wreath and in his left an 
ivory scepter tipped with a Roman eagle. Above his head a slave held the 
golden crown of Jupiter, reminding him occasionally to restrain his pride — 
that he was only a man. The procession, after traversing the principal 
streets, proceeded to the Temple of Jupiter, where the oxen were sacrificed 
and the usual temple vows paid. After these ceremonies, the General was 
escorted to the mansion purchased for him by the Senate. 

The coin whose allusions have thus been sketched is not unique, but many 
other of the Roman Republic series are equally rich in historical associations. 
This paper is written in the hope that greater interest may be shown by 
American collectors in the coins of this period from 268 to 4 B. C., which, 
in some respects, had the same problems of human rights to settle as our 
own country in its formative stage.

THE HARTFORD ( ONVENTION. 

The Hartford Convention of the American Numismatic Association again 
demonstrated that it is possible to hold a successful convention in a city in 
which there is no local numismatic organization and in which there are 
only a few A. N. A. members. But it does not follow that it would be wise 
to adopt such a policy except occasionally. Without a local organization 
or some active members in a convention city the burden of making the 
necessary advance arrangements falls upon the executive officers of the As- 
sociation, who are, of necessity, handicapped by being located at some dis- 
tance from the city selected. In the case of the Hartford Convention, the 
Association was fortunate in having a local member like George S. Godard 
to assist in the arrangements. Mr. Godard has not only considerable local 
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prestige and ability, but he has a personality which enables him to put over 
successfully anything he attempts. He was a valuable assistant to Mr. 
Wormser, who by reason of his convenient location was the officer of the A. 
N. A. delegated to make the necessary advance convention arrangements.

The badges were struck in light bronze and were attached to the name 
plate by a dark blue ribbon. 


MR. KELLEY STATES HIS POSITI jN. 

When I wrote my note (published on page 3 9 7, July issue) regarding a 
few coins I bought at auction it was not my purpose to enter into a con- 
troversy with anyone as to the merits of the case, but as “One of the Cata- 
loguers” has been kind enough to take exception to the note and reply to it 
(published on page 469, August issue), I ask the privilege of stating the 
facts. 

I am not asking too much in my demands, and the quotation I made use 
of can be found on page 49 of “The Elder Rare Coin Book, Edited and Com- 
piled by Thomas L. Elder.” Under the caption of “Uncirculated Coins” 
the following definition is given: “Coins struck for circulation, but not 
worn in any way, without scratches, bruises, finger marks, spots or corro- 
sion.” From the above it is very evident that Mr. Kelley is not “hunting 
around” for “forbidden defects,” nor does my list include “more than cata- 
loguers usually remember.” And further, nor did I examine the coins under 
“the big, powerful lenses used by critical people when they examine coins,” 
for I do not own such a glass (nor even a small one). The scratches and 
nicks on the coins are very clear to the naked eye. 

I have purchased coins from Philadelphia, Cleveland, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis, and I have my first coin yet to receive that is not up to the descrip- 
tion given. I do not expect to “receive coins in better condition than ratings 
merit,” but I do expect to get coins that will measure up to the ratings 
given. I will not ask for further space in The Ncmis.matist. I have stated 
the facts in the case and they will stand.

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LINDBERGH MEDAL, ISSUED BY TETERGER. 

Bold and vigorous treatment characterizes the Lindbergh medal issued by 
Henri Teterger, medalist, of Paris, specimens of which have recently been 
received in this country. The designs are by E. Blin, also of Paris. It is 
illustrated here from a specimen received from F. D. Langenheim, Phila- 
delphia. 



The profile portrait of Lindbergh is quite different from other medallic 
portraits that have appeared, the face being much more mature. The 
illustration is slightly reduced. The medal measures 2% inches in diam- 
eter and is struck in light bronze. 


LINDBERGH MEDAL ISSUED BY THE FRENC H GOVERNMENT. 

Specimens of the Lindbergh medal issued by the French Government and 
struck at the Paris Mint, announcement of which was made in our July 
issue, have recently been received in this country. It is illustrated here 
from a specimen furnished by F. D. Langenheim, Philadelphia. A speci- 
men of the medal in one of the precious metals will be presented Colonel 
Lindbergh, who was recently elected an honorary member of the French 
Society of St. Louis. 



The medal was designed by G. Prud’Homme, noted French artist and 
medalist. The obverse has a portrait of Lindbergh, with appropriate in- 
scription. The reverse has a map showing the route taken on his flight, 
with N:he surrounding inscription, ALARVM REMIGIO IVNCTA PRIMVM 
OCEANI LITTORA. MCMXXVII. The English equivalent of the inscrip- 
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tion is: “Conquered by flight, as fly the birds, for the first time are the 
boundaries of the ocean.” The inscription was drafted by a commission of 
the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres. 

The illustration is slightly reduced. The medal measures 2% inches in 
diameter and is struck in light bronze. 


SWITZERLAND’S LARGE GOLD (’GIN. 

For the first time in its history, Switzerland issued in 1925 a gold coin of 
100 francs, which is illustrated here from a specimen furnished by Moritz 
Wormser, of New York City. 



Coinage statistics say that only 5000 of these coins were struck. It is 
almost impossible to obtain them except by paying a very high premium 
They are not found in circulation. In 1925 gold 20 francs to the number of 
400,000 pieces were also struck. 


LITHUANIA’S NEW SIIA ER COINS. 

Below is illustrated the silver five penki litai of the Republic of Lithuania, 
dated 19 25, from a specimen furnished by Moritz Wormser, New York City. 



Statistics say that silver pieces of one litas, two litai and five litai were 
struck in 19 25 at the Royal Mint, London, for Lithuania. Of the five litai, 
499,996 pieces were struck, having a value in United States currency of 
$249,998, or exactly 50 cents each.

l*HILADELPHIANS FIND GOLD ( OINS AMONG DEBRIS. 

A portion of Philadelphia’s population has been greatly excited the past 
few weeks by the finding of a number cf gold coins on the dump at the 
eastern end of the Spring Garden street bridge, adroining the new Art 
Museum. The debris among which the coins wore found was hauled to the 
dump from Fifth and Noble streets, where an old house is being razed. 
Newspaper reports vary as to the number of gold coins found by the hun- 
dreds that have daily been digging among the dirt and mortar, but the total 
value seems to be considerable. Gold coins only, of all denominations, are 
reported to have been found, nearly all of which are dated prior to 18 50. 
One paper reported the finding of a $20 piece dated 1843, but this may 
easily have been a typographical error. 

Writing under date of September 7 of the finds, Mr. F. D. Langenheim, 
of that city, says: 

“Late reports are that some $3,000 in gold coins have been found. An 
old lady, 86 years old, living near Fifth and Noble streets, says that a 
French doctor lived in the house now being torn down, who died some 
forty or fifty years ago. He attended many Quaker families living near the 
Fifth and Noble street Meeting House and was probably the one who hid 
the gold.” 


REPl BLK^ OF TURKEY" ISSUES GOLD COINS. 


Below is illustrated a 21 / 2 -pound piece of the Republic of Turkey, dated 
the “sixth year of the Republic,’’ or 1927, from a specimen furnished by 
Moritz Wormser, of New York City. 



Mr. Wormser states that the gold coins have been issued in denomina- 
tions of 5 pounds, 21/2 pounds, 1 pound, V 2 pound and pound, all of the 
same design. 
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MEDAL ISSUED WITH GLARING ERROR IN SPELLING. 

We are all human, and it is human to err, but it is seldom that a glaring 
error in spelling remains undetected in a medallic production until the time 
arrives for its distribution. 

This has happened in the case of the medal commemorating the sesqui- 
centennial of the founding of the New York State government at Kingston, 
on which, in large letters, the word “sesqui-centennial” is spelled with a 
single “n” — “sesqui-centenial.” 

The medals were distributed on September 10 to officials attending the 
celebration at Kingston. The obverse bears the head of George Clinton, 
first Governor of the Commonwealth. The reverse has the old Kingston 
Courthouse, surrounded by appropriate inscription. Copies in bronze will 
be sent to museums, schools and historical societies throughout the State 
and a copy in gold has been struck for presentation to Governor Smith. 


NEW COINS OF GERMAN ORIGIN. 

Below is illustrated a 5-mark piece commemorating the centennial of the 
Harbor of Bremerhaven. A 3-mark piece of the same design was also is- 
sued for the occasion. 



A 3-mark piece has also been issued to commemorate the thousandth year 
of the founding of the imperial city of Nordhausen, the figures on the coin 
being the Emperor and Empress who founded it.

EARLY FRAI TIONAL CURRENCY OF UTICA, N. Y. 

In the September issue of Town Topics and Current Events of the Mohawk 
Valley, published at Utica, N. Y., W. H. De Shon, a member of the A. N. A. 
of that city, has a second article on early American currency, entitled “Utica 
Fractional Currency.” The first article was printed in the July issue and is 
reprinted in the current number as an insert. In the present issue Mr. De 
Shon describes 57 varieties of fractional currency issued in Utica and states 
that about 50 more varieties were issued in other parts of Oneida county. 
In addition, he gives considerable history of the firms and individuals issuing 
the fractional currency, as well as many details of some of the early banks 
of Utica. 
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TYPE VARIETIES OF ALBANIAN COINS. 

The series of coins recently issued by Albania is extraordinary in several 
respects. The varieties of type and denominations are attractive and numer- 
ous, and the set is quite pretentious for the first coinage of this new, small 
and little-known state. Illustrations and brief description have appeared 
in several publications, but I have yet to see a published reference to varie- 
ties of a denomination or detailed description of the various types and in- 
scriptions. 

I have three die varieties of the 100 franc, gold ($20 size) piece: 1, with 
plain field below bust, as illustrated in The Numismatist for June; 2, with 
one star below bust, and 3, with two stars below bust. I also have the 5 
franc, silver ($1 size), illustrated with other denominations in The Numis- 
matist for September, with both plain field and with one star below bust. 
There may also be a two-star variety. The stars on both denominations are 
prominent, conforming to the bold inscription, and are a part of the die; 
excepting for this variation the coins appear to be from the same master die. 
I have not found this star distinction on any of the other denominations. 

It has been stated that of the 100-franc pieces the variety without star is 
the scarcest and with two stars the most common. 

It would be information to know the significance of the starred varieties. 
The coins are for circulation and obtainable at face value, so the purpose is 
not commercial, as has been true in the making of varieties of some special 
coins to be sold at a premium. 

In addition to the nine varieties of denomination illustrated in these pages 
in the issues herein referred to, there is also a 20 franc, gold, piece. De- 
signs on this denomination are decidedly different from any of the others. 

It will be noted that the minor coins are denominated lek on the 1 and 
and leku on the three smaller values. The gold and the 1 and leku 
nickel are with reeded edges, the others plain edge. All of the coinage I 
have seen bears the date of 19 26, excepting the 1 franc, dated 19 27. The 
bronze coins are equivalent to 1/10 and 1/20 leku, and not 1/10 and 1/5, 
as stated in The Numismatist for September. 

Within the set we have ten different denominations, each obverse and re- 
verse artistic in design and distinct in type, in all, twenty different coin 
faces; with the starred varieties herein referred to we have thirteen differ- 
ent coins produced from twenty-three different dies, and four different 
metals are used in the composition. All things considered it is certainly a 
very extraordinary set of coins.

NEW WORK ON INDIAN PEACE MEDALS. 

In “Indian Peace Medals Issued in the United States,” the author, Bauman 
L. Belden, gives a concise history of this interesting series. The work has 
just been issued by the American Numismatic Society, New York, and dis- 
tributed to its members. It is printed in large format, corresponding with 
the size of the American Journal of Numismatics. The work is a descrip- 
tive list of 68 Indian Peace Medals, with interesting explanations of their 
origin, accompanied by numerous extracts from letters and historical docu- 
ments. In an addenda three additional medals are described, the origin 
of which is uncertain. All types of the medals are illustrated, full size, on 
22 plates.

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CANADA’S CONFEDERATION f OINAGE. 

Designs have been accepted for the reverses of Canada’s Confederation 
coinage and the Ottawa mint is now busy striking three denominations of 
the coins, according to advices received from L. A. Renaud, of Montreal. 
The coins will commemorate Canada's diamond jubilee. The obverse of the 
coins will be unchanged. 

The reverse of the 25-cent piece will have in the center a tower-like 
structure, with four bells hanging from two clusters of leaves bound with 
ribbons. On each of the bells are two figures, the combined figures forming 
the dates 19 27 and 1867. Below, in a semi-circle, 25 CENTS 19 27. 

The reverse of the 5-cent piece has a large crowned British lion standing 
on a rock in the sea. At the left, a hand holding a maple leaf. Above, 
5 CENTS 1867 1927. 

The reverse of the 1-cent piece has a branch of maple leaves with a stem 
forming a semi-circle. Above, 1 CENT CANADA 1927. Below, 1867-1927. 

Prizes were awarded the designers. Two prizes of $500 each were won by 
J. H. MacDowell for the designs of the 5 and 25 cent pieces, and one of $500 
by Gustave Hahn, for the 1-cent piece. Both designers live in Toronto. 


(’HICAGO COIN CLUB MEDAI.. 

On the occasion of its hundredth meeting, on June 1, 1927, the Chicago 
Coin Club issued a small bronze medal, which is illustrated here. 



The obverse bears the emblem of the club, the date, 1919, being the year 
the club was organized. The reverse has inscription only.

COINS OF ALEXANDER THE GREAT FOUND IN INDIA. 

) 

Coins, jewelry and ornaments of the time of Alexander the Great have 
just been found in Taxila, an ancient buried city in Northwestern India, 
according to press accounts. Among the most recent finds was a pot con- 
taining 1,167 coins of silver, besides several pieces of gold and silver jewel- 
ry. Most of the coins are Indian issues, including a number of local Taxila 
types. They are of various shapes and sizes. 

Others, again, are tiny round pieces struck on one side only, and so small 
that one wonders how they could have passed from hand to hand. Greek 
coins of Alexander the Great and one of Philip Aridaeus, besides a well- 
worn daric of the Persian Empire have also been found.

FRENCH GOLD AND SILVER COINS COMING BACK. 

Gold and silver pieces, fished out of saving bank socks and secret holes, 
still are dribbling into the Bank of France, says a press dispatch from Paris. 

For nearly a year, on every week day, there has been a line-up of people 
waiting to exchange good, hard pre-war money for the paper that is offered 
at the rate of about 4 to 1. 

Drastic laws passed during the war made it a criminal offense to have 
gold or silver, but a year ago the folly of such a measure was seen, and the 
French hoarders were appealed to, on patriotic grounds, to exchange their 
coins for paper. Tellers at seven windows were busy for weeks taking in 
the coin that France needed to strengthen its currency, but now one window 
takes care of the customers. 


WORKMAN’S PICK DISCLOSES ANCIENT COINS. 

A workman digging a garage cellar recently in Rome uncovered a cache 
of golden coins. At a blow he pierced not only the shell of an imperial 
tomb of the second century but also the burial vase of terra cotta which 
loosed the golden shower. The district is known to contain a great expanse 
of unexplored catacombs and tombs. The coins found, 250 of them, date 
from the reigns of Trajan, Hadrian, Antoninus and Marcus Aurelius. The 
find, now in the hands of police, completes a gap in Rome’s great coin 
collection- — St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


SOVIET MUSEUMS GET ANCIENT COINS. 

Collections of ancient coins in Soviet museums will be augmented by rare 
specimens to be handed over by the State Bank, says a press dispatch from 
Moscow. 

Among them are fifty-four Macedonian coins with images of Alexander 
the Great and King Philipus, sixteen Roman coins, two of Carthage, gold 
coins bearing images of Czarina Sophia, Czar Ivan and Peter the Great, coins 
of the Scythian ruler Hosroy, and Armenian coins of King Tigran’s times.
